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S.E.T.  Goes  Up  Again 

BUDGET  TAXATION  CHANGES 

SELECTIVE  employment  tax  is  to  go  up  by  28  per  cent,  from  July  7, 
making  the  tax  for  men  48s.  per  week  instead  of  37s.  6d.  There  are 
corresponding  increases  for  other  categories. 
Among  other  proposals  made  by  the 


Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  his 
Budget  Speech  on  April  15  are:  COR- 
PORATION TAX  up  21-  per  cent,  to 
45  per  cent.,  for  the  financial  year 
beginning  April  1968;  PURCHASE 
TAX  extended  to  include  paper  hand- 
kerchiefs at  13|  per  cent.*  and  pet 
foods  at  22  per  cent. — effective  May  27; 
PETROL  up  twopence  or  twopence 
halfpenny  per  gallon,  and  duty  on 
HEAVY  WINES  such  as  sherry  up  by 
ninepence  a  bottle  (Is.  Id.  for  table 
wines).  He  also  announced  a  CON- 
TRACTUAL SAVING  SCHEME  to 
be  called  "Save  as  you  Earn"  in  which 
all  over  sixteen  will  be  able  to  save  up 
to  £10  monthly  by  methods  including 
deductions  from  pay.  That  scheme  will 
not  start  before  October.  Interest  on 
personal  borrowing  will  not  be  allowed 
as  a  charge  against  tax  but  there  are 
exemptions  which  include  business  ex- 
penses. The  Chancellor  warned  that  if 
April  bank  lending  figures  did  not 
show  improvement  "early  action" 
would  be  taken  to  reinforce  pressure 
on  banks.  The  purchase  tax  and  other 
increases  imposed  by  the  regulator  in 
November  1968  are  substantiated, 
leaving  the  way  clear  for  another  use 
during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

*Purchase  tax  is  also  being  applied 
to  waterproof  fabrics,  oiled  silk  and 
the  like;  also  to  "medicated  piece 
goods"  but  not  to  surgical  dressings. 
The  affected  goods  will  attract  13|  per 
cent,  tax  from  May  27. 

Purchase  Tax  Notices 

CHANGES  BY  CUSTOMS 

PUBLIC  notice  No.  79,  of  the  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  which  concerns  the 
determination  of  wholesale  value  for 
purchase  tax  purposes  has  been  re- 
vised. The  limit  above  which  official 
approval  is  required  before  extra  de- 
livery charges  can  be  ignored  for  tax 
purposes  has  been  increased  to  £1.  In 
addition  a  new  notice  (No.  79A)  con- 
cerns the  valuation  for  purchase  tax 
purposes  of  imported  goods  on  which 
tax  is  payable  at  the  time  of  their 
entry  for  home  use. 


Pesticide  Sales 

INCREASE  IN  OCTOBER-DECEMBER  1968 

TOTAL  sales  of  pesticides  and  allied 
products  by  larger  manufacturers  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1968  were  valued  at 
£6-6  million,  about  £1"1  million  higher 
than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
1967.  In  the  same  period  sales  of  all 
pesticides  at  £1"1  million  increased  by 
19  per  cent.  All  sectors  of  the  indus- 
try showed  a  considerable  increase  over 
the  corresponding  three  months  of  1967 
with  the  exception  of  fungicides,  which 
fell  by  over  one-third,  states  the  Board 
of  Trade's  Business  Monitor.  For  the 
year  1968,  sales  of  pesticides  and  allied 
products  at  nearly  £33' 1  million  were 


18  per  cent,  higher  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  main  factor  contribut- 
ing to  the  increase  being  the  continued 
substantial  rise  in  sales  of  herbicides. 
Sales  of  insecticides  fell  by  7  per  cent, 
while  sales  of  fungicides  showed  little 
change  compared  with  1967.  Exports 
in  1968,  as  recorded  in  the  Overseas 
Trade  Accounts,  of  insecticides  and 
fungicides  at  £7  8  million  and  herbi- 
cides at  nearly  £11  million  increased 
by  18  per  cent,  and  34  per  cent,  res- 
pectively compared  with  the  previous 
year,  but  those  figures  may  have  been 
affected  by  devaluation.

PRAISE  FOR  SOCIETY'S  INITIATIVE 

"IT  is  a  sorry  reflection  on  the  stand- 
ing of  the  General  Medical  Council 
that  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, which  is  obviously  neither  im- 
potent nor  incompetent  [in  order]  to 
deal  with  certain  members  of  our  pro- 
fession," says  Dr.  H.  Matthews  (re- 
gional poisoning  treatment  centre, 
Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary)  in  a  letter

12).  Dr.  Matthews  was  commenting  on 
the  recommendation  to  pharmacists  by 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety that  they  should  not  dispense 
prescriptions  for  amphetamine  powder 
(see  C.  &  D.,  March  8,  p.  204).  That 
action  he  finds  "wholly  praiseworlfn ." 
leaving  aside  that  "these  discretionary 
powers  of  pharmacists  over  the  dis- 
pensing of  legal  prescriptions  also  have 
vastly  wider  implications."  Dr. 
Matthews  believes  that  the  G.M.C. 
should  itself  have  sought  and  obtained 
powers  to  deal  with  "wayward"  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  profession  when  it 
became  known  in  1965  that  only  a 
small  number  of  doctors  were  involved 
in  the  over-prescribing  of  heroin. 

Trade  Conference 

SIX-DAY  TRADING  PROPOSAL 

AMONG  the  motions  tabled  for  dis- 
cussion at  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade  conference  at  Blackpool.  April 
26-30,  is  one  proposed  by  the  National 
Grocers'  Federation  that  Christmas 
Day  should  be  fixed  as  the  fourth 
Sunday  in  December  and  that  the  two 
succeeding  days  should  be  official  Bank 
holidays.  From  Hull  comes  a  proposal 
"that  the  time  has  come  when  all  shop- 
keepers should  be  granted  equality  in 
law  to  open  their  shops  for  six-day 
trading  if  they  so  wish,  with  a  right  to 
sell  any  goods  they  stock."  Another 
motion  refers  to  the  Trade  Descrip- 
tions Act  and  calls  on  the  Board  of 
Trade,  in  consultation  with  recognised 
trade  associations,  to  draw  up  a  basic 
schedule  of  trade  terms  and  definitions 
for  each  trade  that  shall  be  equally 
acceptable  and  available  to  retailers 
and  to  the  shopping  public. 

Television  Advertising 

A  NEW  CODE  OF  PRACTICE 

THE  Independent  Television  Author- 
ity has  published  a  second  edition  of 
its  "Code  of  Advertising  Standards  and 
Practice."  Rules  governing  the  adver- 
tising of  medicines  and  treatments  are 
in  effect  unchanged  from  those  in  the 
first  edition  issued  in  1964,  and  are 
based  largely  on  the  relevant  section 
of  the  British  Code  of  Advertising 
Practice.  In  addition,  advertisements 
fot  the  following  products  and  services 
are  unacceptable:- —  Contraceptives, 
smoking  cures,  products  for  the  treat- 
ment of  alcoholism,  contact  or  corneal 
lenses,  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  hair 
and  scalp,  products  for  the  treatment 
of  haemorrhoids.  Visual  presentations 
of  doctors,  dentists,  pharmacists,  nur- 
ses, midwives.  etc.,  giving  the  impres- 
sion of  professional  advice  or  recom- 
mendation, are  also  disallowed.  Testi- 
monials by  persons  well  known  in 
public  life,  sport,  entertainment,  etc., 
are  not  acceptable  and  use  of  the  term 
"tonic"  is  precluded.  Copies  of  the 
code  are  obtainable  from  the  I.T.A., 
70  Brompton  Road,  London.

"Drug  Stores"  Protests 

CHEMISTS  WRONGLY  CLASSIFIED 

CUMBERLAND  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  is  sending  a  protest  to  the 
General  Post  Office  telephone  manager 
in  Lancaster  over  the  fact  that  almost 


50  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacies  in  the 
classified  section  i 'I  the  Litest  telephone 
directory  for  Cumberland,  Westmor- 
land and  North  Lancashire  appear 
under  the  heading  "drug  stores."  The 
decision  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  on  April  14.  It  is  understood 
that  the  same  blunder  has  been  made 
in  the  directories  in  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

Evans  Medal 

THIS  YEAR'S  RECIPIENT 

THE  Evans  medal,  1969,  was  presented 
at  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  on  April  12 
(during  the  week-end  school  of  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists)  to  Mr. 
J.  W.  Hadgraft  (Group  Pharmacist, 
Royal   Free   Hospital.    London)  who, 


said  the  Guild  president  (Mr.  George 
Raine)  had  made  considerable  con- 
tributions to  pharmacy,  particularly  in 
the  field  of  dermatological  formulation, 
and  to  the  Guild.  He  was  chairman  of 
its  research  committee,  and  a  member 
of  the  staff  side  of  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council,  committee  C.  The 
presentation  was  made  by  Mr.  M  J. 
Smith  (managing  director  of  Evans 
Medical,  Ltd.),  who  said  he  regarded 
every  recipient  of  the  medal  as  having 
passed  a  most  severe  test — that  of  be- 
ing judged  by  his  professional  peers. 
Mr.  Hadgraft  briefly  acknowledged  the 
distinction  accorded  to  him  by  the 
award  of  the  medal. 

Green  Paper 

CONSUMER  COUNCIL'S  COMMENTS 

LOCAL  "consultative  councils,"  on  the 
lines  of  those  in  the  nationalised  in- 
dustries are  proposed  by  the  Consumer 
Council  in  its  comments,  now  pub- 
lished in  the  May  issue  of  Focus, 
upon  the  Government's  "green  paper" 
on  Health  Service  administration.  The 
C  ouncil  agrees  with  the  principle  of 
setting  up  area  boards  but  holds  there 
is  a  risk  they  might  become  remote 
from,  and  unresponsive  to.  local  in- 
terests. To  prevent  that,  the  Council 
would  attach  a  consultative  council 
to  each  board,  with  district  committees 
where  necessary,  to  act  as  intermediary 
between  the  providers  and  the  users 
of  the  medical  services.  Chairmen  of 
the  councils  would  be  among  a  num- 
ber of  lay  members  of  area  boards. 
"A  balance  of  professional  and  lay 
opinion  is  likely  to  produce  the  most 
satisfactory  results."  The  local  coun- 
cils might  include  representatives  of 
trade  unions,  social  and  welfare  or- 
ganisations, employers,  local  consumer 
groups  and  individuals  not  represent- 
ing any  particular  body. 


Save  the  Sixpence 

CAMPAIGN  BY  MULTIPLE  SHOPS 

THE  Multiple  Shops  Federation, 
which  claims  to  represent  400  mul- 
tiple retailers  in  various  trades  is  cam- 
paigning for  the  retention  of  the  six- 
pence coin  "so  long  as  it  serves  a 
useful  purpose."  Those  opposed  to  the 
suggestion  argue  that  it  would  intro- 
duce a  \ulgar  fraction  (2tp)  into  the 
system,  but  the  Federation  point  out 
that  a  Jp  coin  is  being  provided  and 
that,  so  long  as  it  circulates,  then  a 
2ip  coin  should  also  be  available.  Its 
premature  withdrawal  will,  they  say, 
lead  to  inflationary  price  increases. 

Suggestion  Box  Idea 

ON  GOVERNMENT'S  PENSION  PROPOSALS 

SINCE  opening  a  national  "sugges- 
tions box"  for  the  Government's  new 
pensions  proposals.  Mr.  David  Ennals. 
Minister  of  Stale.  Social  Security,  has 
been  inundated  with  letters  from  all 
over  the  country  putting  forward  views 
on  what  changes  should  be  made  in  the 
present  social  security  system.  "So  far 
the  most  off-beat  proposal  is  that 
whisky  should  be  free  on  doctors'  pre- 
scriptions for  all  retirement  pensioners, 
but  only  during  the  winter  months!"

Pharmacy  Club 

OFFICERS  ELECTED 

THE  formation  of  a  pharmacy  club 
had  been  an  act  of  faith  by  a  number 
of  pharmacists  in  a  small,  dedicated 
group  said  Mr.  Gerry  O'Connor,  pre- 
siding at  the  first  general  meeting  of 
the  club  in  the  Catholic  Commercial 
Club,  Dublin,  on  March  28.

Irish  Drug  Association 

SUGGESTED  NEW  SCALE  OF  FEES 

A  NEW  scale  of  professional  fees  for 
pricing  private  prescriptions  is  sug- 
gested by  the  Irish  Drug  Association. 
At  its  monthly  meeting  on  April  10, 
the  Committee  decided  to  recommend 
all  pharmacists  to  put  the  new  scale 
into  operation  immediately.  New  pro- 
fessional fee  is  a  suggested  5s.  per 
prescription,  with  an  extra  2s.  6d.  for 
a  prescription  dispensed  outside  normal 
hours.  The  scales  are  intended  pri- 
marily to  recoup  pharmacists  for  the 
recent  waee  increases  granted  to  staffs 
(sec  C.  &"D.,  April  12,  p.  ?!2).  Three 
such  increases  have  been  granted,  the 
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Committee  point  out,  since  the  fee 
scale  was  last  increased  in  1963.  The 
new  scale  is  broadly  in  line  with  that 
issued  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  earlier 
this  year  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  22, 
p.  160).  Local  associations  are  being 
asked  to  help  in  operating  the  scale. 
Also  discussed  at  the  meeting  was 
the  new  Health  Bill  (see  p.  351).  The 
recommendation  was  made  that  phar- 
macists should  seek  representation  on 
the  proposed  new  health  boards.  While 
the  committee  thought  it  probable  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
as  the  statutory  body  representing  all 
pharmaceutical  interests,  would  be  con- 
sulted in  the  matter,  it  urged  all  local 
associations  to  make  representations 
that  pharmacists  should  be  included  on 
the  Boards.  It  also  agreed  to  co-operate 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  a 
joint  effort  to  secure  representation.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Mature  Youth 

The  annual  conference  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Associa- 
tion (pp.  314-16)  promised  well  for  the  future  of  the  profession,  for  those 
taking  part  demonstrated  a  maturity  of  thought  and  expression  which 
would  have  brought  credit  to  any  pharmaceutical  gathering,  and  it  must 
be  conceded  that  some  meetings  of  their  seniors  have  fallen  short  of  the 
standards  displayed  at  Portsmouth.  The  content  of  the  curriculum  and  the 
need  for  flexibility  were  points  of  importance,  and  I  have  sympathy  with 
those  who  feel  that  pharmacy  is  unaware  of  the  direction  in  which  it  is 
moving.  We  are  passing  through  a  most  difficult  period,  with  changes  of 
such  magnitude  that  the  future  pattern  could  almost  defy  the  crystal  ball. 
It  was  possible  for  two  centuries  to  keep  pace  with  the  development  that 
was  so  gradual,  and  the  path  of  which  was  so  clearly  marked  that  the 
druggist  of  1730  could,  with  no  great  effort,  have  returned  in  1930  to  a 
world  not  markedly  different  from  that  in  which  he  had  lived  and  worked. 
What  changes  there  had  been  were  a  logical  development  of  the  legacy 
left  by  Galen.  The  pharmacist,  in  general,  was  still  to  be  found  in  his 
accustomed  place,  preparing  mixtures,  ointments,  pills  and  powders, 
according  to  the  art  of  the  apothecary.  And  of  those  not  in  the  pharmacy, 
a  smaller  circle  were  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  galenicals.  Thanks  to 
progress  in  machinery,  the  tinctures,  infusions  and  ointments  were  manu- 
factured in  bulk,  but,  broadly  speaking,  the  work  was  only  an  extension 
of  what  had  been  done  on  a  small  scale  by  the  individual  a  hundred  or 
two  years  earlier.  To  that  extent  the  pattern  was  set  and  the  future  pre- 
dictable. Progress  towards  standardisation  and  quality  control,  and  a  widen- 
ing knowledge  of  chemistry,  made  it  imperative  that  the  curriculum  should 
keep  pace  with  development.  But,  bearing  in  mind  the  shattering  impact 
of  the  revolution  in  medical  treatment  since  the  end  of  the  second  world 
war;  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service;  the  concept  of  health 
centres;  the  need  for  degree  courses  —  to  mention  only  a  few  of  the 
cataclysmic  changes  —  it  is  perhaps  understandable,  in  a  quickly  moving 
scene,  that  a  degree  of  uncertainty  exists. 

Forensic  Pharmacy 

I  have  no  desire  to  examine  in  detail  the  subjects  and  the  discussion  at 
Portsmouth.  All  I  wish  to  do  is  to  ask  the  established  pharmacist  to  read 
carefully  the  report  of  the  meeting,  for  the  problems  of  the  student  are 
our  problems.  I  must  confess,  though,  to  having  found  fascination  in  the 
thought  that  the  lecturer  at  university  has  been  under  scrutiny.  The  possi- 
bility of  his  attainments  being  assessed  by  the  student  provides  scope  for 
an  interesting  reversal  of  the  generally  accepted  practice.  In  the  matter  of 
forensic  pharmacy  there  is  no  training  ground  so  satisfactory  as  that  of 
actual  practice.  I  am  not  quite  clear  on  Mr.  Bloomfield's  statement  that 
control  of  the  pre-registration  period  would  take  care  of  the  problems 
without  resort  to  examination.  A  thorough  grasp  of  the  laws  relating  to 
pharmacy  is  essential,  and  the  only  way  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  that 
knowledge  is  by  examination.  Present-day  records  in  that  field,  according 
to  Dr.  Perks,  are  highly  unsatisfactory.  That  would  seem  to  argue  either 
that  the  university  is  failing  in  its  task  or  that,  in  fact,  the  subject  is  not 
one  for  academic  teaching.  That  being  so,  there  is  much  to  be  said  for 
the  subject's  being  examined  at  the  end  of  the  pre-registration  period. 

Warning 

A  warning  that  consumers  of  the  Health  Service  must  be  prepared  to 
pay  more  for  it  has  been  given  (p.  311)  by  Mrs.  Eirene  White  (Minister 
of  State,  Welsh  Office).  I  do  not  know  what  was  meant  by  "consumer." 
We  are  all,  presumably,  potential  consumers,  and  might,  therefore,  have 
to  increase  our  contributions.  But  if  what  the  Minister  meant  was  that 
those  who  are  actual  consumers,  i.e.  those  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to 
be  ill,  should  pay  more  for  the  privilege,  the  suggestion  is  monstrous.  It 
conflicts  in  every  way  with  the  principles  of  the  National  Health  Service, 
and  the  statement  should  be  repudiated  at  once. 
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A  TIME  LIMIT  ON 

N.P.U.  Executive 

THE  need  for  a  time  limit  on  repeat 
prescriptions  is  stressed  in  a  letter  sent 
to  the  British  Medical  Association  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  The 
suggestion  arose  from  a  member  of 
the  Union,  who  had  recommended  that 
a  six-months'  time  limit  on  all  pre- 
scriptions for  poisons  and  an  eighteen- 
months'  time  limit  on  repeat  supplies 
should  be  introduced.  After  examining 
a  number  of  related  suggestions,  the 
Committee  decided  to  send  the  letter. 

Shortcomings  in  Pharmaceutical 
Education 

The  Union's  General  Practice, 
Recruitment  and  Education  Commit- 
tee, which  was  set  up  in  January  to 
consider  problems  of  recruitment  of 
pharmacists  into  retail  practice,  re- 
ported to  the  Executive  that  members 
of  the  Committee  had  generally  agreed 
that  post-graduate  students  lacked 
knowledge  of  practical  therapeutics  and 
of  business  administration.  It  followed 
that,  for  any  course  designed  to  pro- 
duce graduates  suitable  for  general 
practice,  those  subjects  should  be  given 
due  weight  in  the  syllabus,  even  if  that 
meant  curtailing  other  sections  of 
study  in  order  to  achieve  a  proper 
balance.  Members  of  the  Committee 
were  agreed  that  not  enough  was  being 
done  to  interest  pharmacy-school 
students  in  retail  practice  and  far  too 
little  to  interest  potential  students  and 
school  career  masters.  The  number  of 
pharmacists  capable  and  willing  to 
become  involved  in  such  work  was 
strictly  limited,  and  only  in  one  or  two 
areas  was  there  any  valuable  contact. 
It  was  noted  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  taking  appropriate  action 
and  its  programme  through  branches 
was  held  to  be  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.  The  limit  on  the  effective- 
ness of  such  action  was,  however, 
clearly  the  availability  of  pharmacists 
in  the  branches  capable  of  really  doing 
the  job  required  of  them. 

The  Committee  considered  it  desir- 
able that  sound  business  training  for 
general  practice  should  be  given  either 
during  the  post-graduate  period  of 
training,  or  during  a  "sandwich" 
course.  Little  support  was  shown  among 
members  of  the  Committee  for  the 
idea  of  a  dichotomy  within  pharmacy 
degrees,  whereby  some  were  specific- 
ally aimed  at  general  practice  and 
others  at  other  branches  of  pharmacy. 
Agreement  had,  however,  been  general 
that  a  degree  was  necessary  for  retail 
practice  pharmacy  both  now  and  for 
the  future.  Suggestions  were  made  for 
increasing  the  extent  of  control  of  the 
training  given  to  students  during  the 
period  of  practical  experience  prior  to 
qualification. 

The  Executive  Committee  agreed : 
1,  To  seek  an  exchange  of  views  with 
the  Education  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Council:  2,  to  con- 
sider direct  approaches  to  heads  of 
schools  of  pharmacy  from  Mallinson 
House  for  the  purpose  of  arranging 
discussions  with  academic  staff  so  as 
to  improve  liaison  between  the  N.P.U., 
its  members  and   the  colleges;   3.  to

consider  further  the  problems  of  re- 
cruitment to  retail-practice  pharmacy 
from  among  pharmacy  students  and 
the  educational  needs  of  graduates  so 
as  to  fit  them  better  for  management. 

Messrs.  A.  Aldington.  J.  O.  Bond, 
H.  B.  Coulson.  G.  T.  M.  David, 
A.  Howells,  C.  Jacobs,  A.  Medcalfe, 
D.  J.  Morgan.  J.  Reed.  C.  H.  Smith 
and  H.  Stcinman:  and  that  their 
deputies  be  Messrs.  K.  R.  Rutter.  D.  N. 
Sharpe  and  R.  Stoddart  were  elected 
to  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee. 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  Mr. 
Cecil  Jacobs  (chairman)  described  the 
detailed  work  being  done  in  preparing 
the  case  against  abandonment  of  resale 
price  maintenance  of  medicines.  Infor- 
mation was  being  collated  about  mar- 
ginally viable  businesses,  frequency  of 
wholesalers'  deliveries,  prescriptions 
requiring  special  and  urgent  action, 
and  levels  of  stock  maintained  by 
retail  pharmacists. 

After  discussion  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee draft  policy  statement  on  the 
future  development  of  retail  pharmacy 
was  approved.  It  was  decided  that  a 
copy  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  Council  for  comment,  prior  to 
arranging  for  publication  of  the  final 
statement  in  conjunction  with  the 
Torquay  N.P.U.  area  meeting  in  May. 

Training  Levy  Submission 

Following  the  report  of  a  meeting 
of  the  Business  Services  Committee,  the 
Executive  agreed  the  N.P.U.  should  put 
forward  the  view  that  the  levy  for 
retail  pharmacy  and  other  sections  of 
the  retail  trade  should  not  be  based, 
as  the  Distributive  Industry  Training 
Board  proposed,  on  actual  payroll  but 
on  a  payroll  calculated  in  accordance 
with  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  or 
wages  council  scales  operating  in  the 
various  sections  of  retail  distribution. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  number  of 
members  might  be  interested  in  cheap 
travel  to  the  United  States  and  it  was 
agreed  to  consider  investigating  the 
availability  and  cost  of  charter  flight 
services. 

It  was  noted  that  approximately 
14.000  retailers  had  attended  the  meet- 
ings on  decimalisation  organised  by  the 
N.P.U..  and  it  was  agreed  to  ask  the 
Retail  Alliance  to  call  an  early  meet- 
ing of  its  decimalisation  committee  in 
order  to  give  consideration  to  the 
1969/70  programme  and  to  consider 
urgently  the  question  of  providing 
suitable  training  aids  for  use  of  the 
members  of  the  respective  trade  asso- 
ciations. 

After  examining  specimens  of  a 
range  of  decorative  glass  carboys  suit- 
able for  display  or  decor  purposes  in 
retail  pharmacies.  the  Committee 
decided  that  the  potential  demand  from 
members  was  insufficient  to  justify  the 
office  dealing  in  those  items  under  the 
business  service  arrangement.  The 
Union  would  assist  in  sponsoring  an 
offer  of  the  carboys  to  members  pro- 
vided the  manufacturers  would  accept 
direct  responsibility  for  administering 
the  scheme. 


The  Committee  agreed  final  arrange- 
ments for  the  management  seminar 
planned  for  May  28  in  Belfast,  the 
number  attending  being  limited  to 
twenty-five.  First  series  of  staff  training 
conferences  planned  for  1969  is  as 
follows:  Southend-on-Sea.  May  5 
(evening):  Norwich,  May  6  (evening); 
Ipswich.  May  7  (afternoon  and  even- 
ing): Oxford,  May  8  (afternoon  and 
evening). 

Retail  Alliance 

PLANS  TO  CONSOLIDATE  AND  EXPAND 

PLANS  for  the  future  of  the  Retail 
Alliance  were  discussed  at  a  meeting 
just  before  Easter  Since  it  was  formed 
in  November  1967  that  grouping  of 
the  major  retail  trade  associations 
representing  the  independent  sector  of 
the  trade  has  made  most  encouraging 
progress.  The  Alliance  operated  largely 
on  an  informal  basis,  its  major  func- 
tions being  co-operation  on  trade 
matters  and  joint  representation  on 
issues  affecting  retailers.  Administra- 
tion has  been  shared  by  the  officials 
of  the  constituent  trade  organisations. 
Having  now  proved  its  value  the 
Alliance  is  making  plans  to  create  a 
more  permanent  and  formal  organisa- 
tion, and  is  conducting  an  investigation 
into  the  sharing  of  services  within  the 
Alliance.  The  services  provided  are 
likely  to  include  a  joint  clearing  house 
for  settlement  of  suppliers'  accounts, 
a  central  inter-firm  comparison 
scheme,  shop-planning  consultancy, 
editorial  matter  for  association 
journals  and  the  organisation  of  meet- 
ings in  various  centres.  In  addition, 
some  of  the  constituent  organisations 
with  premises  in  Central  London,  are 
investigating  the  possibility  of  sharing 
accommodation,  administrative  stall 
and  equipment.  \t  the  pre-Easter 
meeting  the  chairman  (Mr.  Barn 
Reed)  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the 
rapid  development  of  the  Alliance.  We 
have  grown  from  six  to  ten  trade 
associations  in  eighteen  months,  and 
a  number  of  other  organisations  are 
anxious  to  join.  Our  combined  ex- 
pertise is  considerable,  and  I  foresee 
great  developments  in  joint  services 
and  more  powerful  representation  in 
the  future.  It  is  mv  hope  that  we  shall 
shortlv  have  the  organisation  that  we 
have  all  felt  for  many  years  to  be 
necessary.  The  investigation  into  shared 
services  and  accommodation  is  an  ex- 
citing development  that  could  have 
far-reaching  effects  in  the  future  of 
retail  trade  organisation."  Among 
the  other  topics  discussed  were  bank 
hours,  decimalisation  and  wages  coun- 
cils. On  decimalisation,  the  series 
of  meetings  organised  throughout  the 
I  nited  Kingdom  was  reported  as 
having  been  most  successful.  Over 
10.000  retailers  had  attended  to  learn 
of  the  planning  required  for  the 
changeover.  Two  brochures  on 
decimalisation  have  been  issued  by  the 
Alliance,  and  thev  will  continue  to  be 
published  at  intervals  up  to  D-day. 
Discussions  are  in  progress  on  pro- 
ducing a  training  manual  for  issue  in 
1970.  A  booklet  advising  staff  on 
the  implications  of  the  Trade  Descrip- 
tions Act  is  being  made  available  to  all 
members. 
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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


A  PLEA  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Social  Services  should  do  every- 
thing possible  to  speed  up  the  decision 
as  to  dispensing  doctors  was  made  by 
Mr.  T.  Fortescue  during  question 
time  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
April  14.  Mr.  Fortescue  said  "It  is  a 
long  time  since  the  Government 
announced  their  policy  in  regard  to 
this  demarcation  dispute  between  two 
honourable  professions,  both  of  which 
would  welcome  a  decision  as  soon  as 
possible."  Mr.  Richard  Crossman 
(Secretary  of  State)  replied  "I  appre- 
ciate that  the  delay  has  been  unfortu- 
nate, but  it  is  the  result  of  new 
ministers  coming  in."  It  had  taken 
some  time  to  learn  both  sides  of  the 
dispute  and  it  was  not  an  easy  decision 
to  take. 

Gastro-enteritis  Deaths 

During  a  special  statement  on  the 
deaths  of  thirty  babies  from  gastro- 
enteritis at  Booth  Hall  and  Mansall 
Hospitals,  Manchester,  Mr.  Crossman 
said  he  was  calling  for  a  report  from 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  He  had  been  told  there  was 
no  evidence  to  think  the  earlier  Tees- 
side  epidemic  had  any  direct  relevance 
to  the  Manchester  outbreak. 

Prescription  Charges 

Mr.  Crossman  answered  a  number 
of  questions  on  April  14  about  the  cost 
of  clinical  staff  checking  entitlement  to 
exemption  from  prescription  charges. 
He  told  Mr.  S.  J.  Bidwell  it  was 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  staff  aver- 
aged less  than  a  farthing  for  each 
exempted  prescription  or  about  a  farth- 
ing for  each  prescription  charge  of 
2s.  6d.  Mr.  F.  O.  Horley  asked  if 
the  Minister  would  in  future  resist 
the  individual  selectivity  principle.  Mr. 
Crossman  replied  that  if  he  was  being 
asked  whether  he  expected  further 
charges  to  be  imposed  on  the  Health 
Service  the  answer  was  "No."  He  later 
said  that  it  was  worth  noting  that 
nearly  half  the  population  was  exempt 
from  the  charges.  Lord  Balniel  .  .  . 
Is  there  any  intention  to  increase  pre- 
scription charges? 

Mr.  Crossman  :  No. 

When  Mr.  K.  Lomas  asked  on 
April  14  if  the  Secretary  of  State  would 
remove  the  exemption  from  the  pay- 
ment of  prescription  charges  granted 
to  persons  suffering  from  venereal 
disease,  Mr.  Crossman  pointed  out 
that  as  signatories  to  the  Brussels 
Agreement,  1964  "We  are  obliged  to 
provide  free  treatment  for  venereal 
disease." 

ICRF  159 

Sir  B.  Janner  asked  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Education  and  Science  what 
research  he  had  undertaken  into  the 
effects  of  the  drug  ICRF  159  and,  in 
particular,  its  effects  in  the  case  of 
children  suffering  from  leukaemia:  and 
what  research  he  was  undertaking  into 
the  effects  of  the  drug  on  those  in  the 
older  age  group. 

Mrs.  Shirley  Williams  in  a  written 
answer  on  April  14  stated  that  Medical 
Research  Council   was   aware  of  the 


preliminary  report  on  the  effects  of 
ICRF  159.  The  work  was  at  an  early 
stage  and  the  Council  had  no  im- 
mediate plans  for  a  formal  trial; 
though  it  would  be  watching  develop- 
ments. 

5-ml  Medicine  Spoon 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Lloyd  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services 
what  cases  had  been  reported  to  him 
of  misuse  through  misunderstanding 
by  patients  of  the  five-ml  spoon  now 
being  used  for  measuring  doses  of 
medicine;  and  whether  he  would  take 
steps  by  giving  it  a  special  name  or 
other  means  of  differentiating  it  from 
spoons  in  ordinary  use,  so  as  to  mini- 
mise the  risk  of  accidental  overdoses. 

Mr.  Crossman  in  a  written  answer 
on  April  14  indicated  that  only  one 
specific  case  had  come  to  his  notice 
since  March  3.  He  continued  "When- 
ever a  patient  is  given  a  British  Stan- 
dard five-ml  spoon  he  is  also  given  a 
leaflet  explaining  its  use,  warning 
against  the  use  of  domestic  spoons,  and 
clearly  indicating  that  the  approved 
spoon  is  distinguished  by  the  words 
'5ml  dose'  on  the  handle." 

Sale  of  Drugs  at  Public  Auctions 

A  number  of  questions  by  Mr. 
Gordon  Oakes  were  put  to  Mr.  Cross- 
man  asking  the  Government  to  ensure 
that  harmful  or  addictive  drugs  were 
not  sold  at  auctions  of  Government 
surplus  supplies.  He  also  wanted  to 
know  what  quantities  of  meprobamate 
had  been  sold  to  the  public  without 
prescription  from  Government  supplies. 
Mr.  Crossman  in  a  written  answer  on 
April  14  stated  that  so  far  as  he  was 
aware  no  Government  supplies  of  the 
drug  had  been  disposed  of  to  the  public 
in  the  last  twelve  months,  whether  by 
public  auction  or  otherwise.  Drugs  were 
rarely  available  for  sale  as  Govern- 
ment surplus  stores  and  in  both  the 
Department  of  Health  and  the  Ministry 
of  Defence  arrangements  existed  to 
ensure  that  they  were  made  available 
only  to  bodies  permitted  by  law  to 
supply,  possess  or  procure  them.  "I 
understand  that  the  sale  of  meproba- 
mate reported  recently  in  the  Press* 
was  not  a  sale  of  surplus  Government 
stores  but  of  unentered  goods  held  in 
the  Queen's  Warehouse;  and  that  the 
procedure  for  dealing  with  drugs  in 
such  cases  is  under  review." 
[The  report  concerned  Mr.  John 
Key,  an  East  Anglian  dealer  who  was 
attracted  by  and  bought  a  number  of 
cardboard  containers  for  £10.  It  was 
found  they  contained  1  ton  of  mepro- 
bamate— Editor.] 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Unlawful  Use  of  Title 

A  shopkeeper,  Mr.  P.  J.  Chamberlain, 
of  Victoria  Road,  Surbiton,  Surrey, 
was  recently  fined  £10,  with  £6  6s. 
costs,  at  Maiden  and  Surbiton  court, 
for  displaying  the  word  "chemist"  on 
his  facia  board  when  not  registered 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  An 
inspector  of  the  Society  said  in  evi- 
dence that  the  facia  board  bore  the 


words  "Marks  Mart"  in  foot-high 
letters  and  underneath — in  letters  6  in. 
high  —  "Household  goods,  chemist, 
sundries."  The  inspector  made  a  pur- 
chase of  some  headache  tablets  and 
pointed  out  to  the  shopkeeper  that  the 
title  was  still  being  used  after  a  warn- 
ing letter  had  been  sent  by  the  Society. 
Mr.  Chamberlain  told  the  inspector  he 
had  no  intention  of  removing  the  word 
"chemist"  from  the  facia.  Had  the 
word  been  removed  no  proceedings 
would  have  been  taken.  Counsel  for 
the  Society  said  the  title  was  still  being 
displayed  and  that  Chamberlain,  who 
did  not  appear  would  be  notified  of 
the  decision  of  the  court.  "He  will  be 
liable,  if  he  continues  to  use  the  title, 
to  a  fine  of  £5  a  day,"  said  counsel.

Open  Days  at  National  Physical  Laboratory 

CELL  STRUCTURE  STUDIED  BY  A  NEW  TECHNIQUE 


THE  unpredictability  of  good  basic  re- 
search is  being  illustrated  by  one  of 
the  exhibits  to  be  staged  at  the  Na- 
tional Physical  Laboratory's  open  days. 
May  14  and  15.  A  technique  known 
as  radio-frequency  sputtering,  used  in 
the  micro-electronics  industry  to  de- 
posit insulating  films  and  to  etch  in- 
sulating materials,  has  been  used  to 
study  the  internal  structure  of  red 
blood  cells.  By  this  "ion-etching"  tech- 
nique the  cell  membrane  is  gradually 
eroded  by  the  action  of  incident  high- 
energy  ions,  and  different  types  of  con- 
trast can  be  obtained  by  varying  the 
ion  employed  (hydrogen,  oxygen  and 
argon  are  among  those  used).  In  col- 
laboration with  the  Royal  Post-gradu- 
ate Medical  School,  N.P.L.  scientists 
have  studied  the  etched  cells  by  the 
technique  of  scanning  electron  micro- 
scopy, and  have  been  able  to  see  with- 


in the  membrane  an  organised  struc- 
ture. A  feature  of  the  membrane  is  the 
existence  of  "pores,"'  which  are  especi- 
ally prominent  in  the  concave  area  of 
the  cell,  suggesting  that  there  may  be 
a  difference  not  only  in  structure  but 
also  in  function  between  the  centre 
and  the  periphery  of  the  cell.  Some 
of  the  work  has  already  been  reported 
(Nature  1968,  220.  614)  but  it  is  now 
being  extended  to  the  examination  of 
arteries,  intestinal  walls  and  malignant 
tissue. 

An  exhibit  of  interest  to  analysts 
will  be  the  supply  of  certified  high- 
purity  samples  of  organic  chemicals, 
including  pesticides.  The  samples  are 
prepared  for  the  calibration  of  physi- 
cal instruments  used  in  the  academic 
world  and  industry  for  analysis  and 
quality  control.  The  current  list  com- 
prises around  132  compounds,  among 


them  gases,  liquids  and  solids,  all  dis- 
patched in  glass  ampoules  or  other 
hermetically  sealed  containers.  Indus- 
trial chemists  may  also  find  interest 
(and  possibly  some  measure  of  con- 
cern) in  a  display  of  industrial  and 
domestic  pipework  and  fittings  that 
have  been  the  subject  of  heavy  corro- 
sion, some  from  unexpected  quarters. 
The  laboratories  offer  a  valuable  ad- 
visory service  in  the  field  of  corrosion 
and  oxidation. 

The  N.P.L.  has  three  main  groups — 
measurement,  engineering  sciences  and 
materials — and  it  is  the  materials 
group  that  is  providing  this  year's 
open-day  displays.  Altogether  over 
eighty  items  will  be  on  show.  The 
laboratories  are  situated  at  Teddington, 
Middlesex,  and  open-day  invitations 
will  be  extended  to  applicants  having 
a  bona  fide  interest.

NEW  ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS  AGENT 

Italian  discovery  introduced  by  two  companies 


A  NEW  antibiotic,  Rifadin  (rifam- 
picin),  effective  against  tuberculosis, 
was  introduced  on  April  14  by  Lepetit 
Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  Dulux  House, 
Slough,  Bucks.  Discovered  and 
developed  in  the  Lepetit  research 
laboratories,  Rifadin  is  the  latest  de- 
velopment in  a  continuing  research 
activity  that  started  in  1957  with  the 
isolation  of  a  new  streptomyces  species, 
Streptomyces  mediterrariei.  Rifiadin  is 
a  semisynthetic  bactericidal  and  orally 
active  antibiotic.  Chemically  it  is 
3  -  (4  -  methyl  -  1  -  piperazinyl  - 
iminomethyl)  -  rifamycin  SV.  It  is 
indicated  in  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis because  of  its  activity  at  low 
concentrations  against  mycobacteria, 
including  Mycobacterium  tuberculosis, 
multi-resistant  strains  and  many  atypi- 
cal mycobacteria.  Rifadin  has  not  been 
demonstrated  to  exhibit  cross-resistance 
or  cross-allergenicity  with  other  anti- 
biotics or  antituberculous  drugs  except 
the  rifamycins.  Rifadin  capsules  con- 
taining 150  mg  of  rifampicin  (blue  and 
red)  are  issued  in  bottles  of  twenty-four 
and   100.  Rifadin  capsules  containing 


300  mg  of  rifampicin  (red)  in  bottles 
of  twelve  and  100.

New  Riker  Facilities  at  Loughborough 

COMPANIES  AMERICAN  CHIEF  WARNS  ON  EXPORTS 

"DON'T  kill  the  goose  that  lays  the 
golden  eggs"  was  the  plea  made  by 
Mr.  JOstin  W.  Dart  (chairman  and 
president,  Rexall  Drug  &  Chemical 
Co.,  Los  Angeles.  U.S.A.),  on  April 
9  when  he  attended  the  formal  open- 
ing ceremony  of  a  new  factory  for 
Riker  Laboratories  at  Dishley,  Lough- 
borough, Leics.  Mr.  Dart  pointed  to 
the  two-thirds  stake  which  U.S.  com- 
panies had  in  the  British  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry.  As  U.K.  exports  were 
valued  at  a  net  total  of  £77  million  a 
year,  that  appeared  to  mean  that  Ame- 
rican-controlled companies  would  be 
responsible  for  £50  million.  If  the  Bri- 
tish Government  made  things  more  dif- 
ficult for  the  industry  in  order  to  cut 
costs  in  the  U.K.,  those  companies 
might  switch  their  exports  so  that  they 
went  out  from  the  U.S.  or  from  sub- 
sidiaries in  other  countries  such  as 
Canada,  Australia  or  Europe. 

Lord  Pilkington  (Chancellor  of 
Loughborough  University  of  Tech- 
nology), who  performed  the  opening 
ceremony,  stressed  the  need  for  re- 
search but  said  it  was  also  important 
that  research  and  experiment  should 
pay  for  themselves.  The  selling  prices 
must  therefore  reflect  both  successes 
and  failures  in  industry.  He  was 
pleased  that  the  country  had  become 
more  objective  about  the  commercial 
results  of  research.

At  a  news  conference  after  the  cere- 
mony Mr.  J.  A.  Lumley  (managing 
director,  Riker  Laboratories)  said  that 
42  5  per  cent,  of  the  company's  out- 
put was  exported.  The  new  Dishley 
premises  represented  the  company's 
fourth  increment  of  capacity.  The  pro- 
ject had  been  made  necessary  because 
the  company's  other  premises  at  two 
Loughborough  sites  were  "bursting  at 
the  seams."  He  believed  they  had  now 
sufficient  production  space  for  the  next 
seven  years.  The  new  factory,  standing 
on  a  12-acre  site,  had  cost  £750,000  to 
build  and  equip.  The  original  building, 
an  old,  war-time  hangar,  was  formerly 
occupied  by  an  engineering  company.

For  liquids 
the  fraction  152  9  represents,  with 
slightly  less  accuracy,  the  number  of 
minims  in  1  mil.  Another  useful  method 
of  converting  grams  to  grains  is  to 
multiply  the  number  of  grams  bv  15 
and  add  one-fortieth  to  the  result  so 
obtained.  For  example,  to  change  8 
grams:  8  x  15  =   120  plus  3  =  123 


grains.  Perhaps  these  hints  will  be  use- 
ful   until    the    metric    weights  and 
measures  arrive.

"ON  THE  SAME  £ 

A  rejoinder 

Sir, — Since  1  have  been  accused  by 
Xrayser  of  giving  reasons  which  are 
"specious  in  the  extreme,"  I  would  be 
glad  of  an  opportunity  to  answer  his 
complaints.  The  lynchpin  of  his  argu- 
ment is  contained  in  the  last  sentence. 
"If  those  who  attend  the  general  meet- 
ing imagine  that  the  passing  of  a 
resolution  .  .  .  will  bring  about  an 
amendment  of  the  Medicines  Act,  I 
must  express  my  doubts."  1  should  tell 
Xrayser  that,  along  with  his  doubts, 
he  expresses  his  ignorance  of  the 
Medicines  Act.  In  addition,  he  has 
fallen  into  a  trap  of  his  own  making, 
namely  that  of  confusing  a  false 
assumption  with  fact,  and  then  using 
this  "fact"  to  attack  something  with 
which  he  does  not  agree.  Since  the 
second  motion  is  allegedly  impracti- 
cal, the  first  becomes  academic  and  not 
worthy  of  comment,  much  less  a  meet- 
ing. Having  disposed  of  the  motions, 
he  assumes  that  the  meeting  must  per- 
force have  been  requested  for  base  or 
unworthy  motives,  and  our  explana- 
tions are  therefore  specious. 

I  seek  no  amendment  of  the 
Medicines  Act,  for  no  amendment  is 
necessary!  The  offending  section  of  the 
Act  is  section  10.  It  makes  the  dispens- 
ing operation  subject  to  licensing  from 
the  Minister,  and  this  for  non-pharma- 
ceutical reasons,  namely  the  presence 
of  a  third  party  on  the  shop  premises. 
It  does  not  affect  the  right  of  a  pharma- 
cist to  decide  if  an  affliction  is  trivial 
or  needs  professional  medical  care.  A 
pharmacist  may  still  properly  decide 
that  he  can  supply  a  medicine  which, 
in  his  judgment,  would  be  useful.  The 
restriction  comes  into  operation  after 
those  decisions  have  been  taken.  It 
says  that  if  the  intended  recipient  is 
not  present  in  the  shop,  a  pharmacist 
may  not,  unlicensed,  assemble  a  medi- 
cine, individually  and  in  accordance 
with  his  professional  judgment,  and 
must  therefore  sell  a  packed  medicine 
of  identical  formula.  This  is  the  pro- 
position which  has  been  accepted  by 
several  members  of  Council  and,  since 
Xrayser  has  nothing  to  saj  on  this 
matter,  I  assume  that  his  attitude  is 
at  least  one  of  gentle  acquiescence. 

What  is  not  generally  realised  is  that 
a  licence  can  only  be  granted  in  law

to  Xrayser 

by  a  person  who,  while  having  the 
power  to  permit,  has  also  the  power  to 
forbid.  It  is  irrelevant  that  the  Minister 
might  promise  to  issue  licences  without 
question  for,  in  accepting  that  he 
should  have  the  power  to  license  a 
professional  activity,  we  are  accepting 
that  he  should  equally  have  the  power 
to  forbid  that  activity.  I  would  remind 
Xrayser  that  hitherto  the  power  to 
forbid  has  been  granted  by  Parliament 
exclusively  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  the  person  of  the  Statutory 
Committee.  In  a  real  and  legal  sense 
the  certificate  of  registration  of  a 
member  of  the  Society  is  a  licence,  [f  it 
is  now  to  be  made  subject  in  any  way 
to  a  Ministerial  licence,  it  follows  that 
both  the  certificate,  and  the  body  which 
issued  it,  are  reduced  in  value.  That  is 
the  substance  of  the  first  motion. 

If  your  columnist  will  look  up  a  copy 
of  the  Act,  he  will  find,  under  section 
15,  the  following  wording.  "The  appro- 
priate Ministers  may,  by  order,  pro- 
vide that  any  of  the  provisions  of 
sections  9  to  14  of  this  Act  shall  cease 
in  have  effect"  (my  italics).  The  draft 
of  such  an  order  must  be  laid  before 
Parliament  and  must  be  approved  by 
a  resolution  of  each  House. 

I  think  Xrayser  will  agree  that  this 
puts  in  a  new  light  the  second  motion, 
and  with  it  the  need  for  a  specially 
convened  meeting.  From  such  a  meet- 
ing members  could  give  a  clear  man- 
date to  the  Council.  Armed  with  that, 
they  could  confidently  expect  the 
Minister  to  listen  to.  and  accept,  the 
proposal  that  he  should  use  his  powers 
under  the  Medicines  Act  to  remove 
restrictions  that  encroach  on  the  pro- 
fessional integrity  of  the  Council  and 
of  the  Statutory  Committee.  1  have 
w  ritten  at  length,  and  I  thank  you  most 
sincerely  for  your  forbearance.  May  I 
end  by  suggesting  to  Xrayser  that  he 
look  a  little  deeper  than  mere  electoral 
ploys,  for  these  are  in  the  nature  of  a 
two-edged  sword,  and  look  instead  at 
the  more  concrete  possibilities  of  such 
a  meeting.  1  feel  sure  he  will  agree 
that,  in  the  long  run.  ihe  advantages 
will  far  outweigh  any  present  sense  of 
outrage.  We  are,  after  all,  on  the  same 
side.

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The  Drug  Beneath  the  Skin 

The  council  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  chose 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  as  the  venue  for  its  1969  week- 
end school  (p.  348).  Choice  of  subject  was  left,  as  is 
believed  customary,  to  the  local  branch.  If  the  council, 
in  deciding  on  Newcastle,  had  the  subtle  intention  of 
ensuring  that  the  subject  would  be  dermatology,  then 
its  high  cunning  was  copiously  rewarded.  The  New- 
castrians  organised  the  affair  with  every  evidence  of 
enjoying  the  work.  The  "unique  professorial  team,"  as 
Mr.  E.  J.  Fitchett  described  the  teaching  staff  of  New- 
castle's Department  of  Dermatology  at  one  of  the 
sessions,  and  who  between  them  presented  most  of  the 
papers,  commanded  the  unwavering  attention  of  the 
"scholars"  throughout  a  concentrated  programme. 
Everything  went  well  on  each  of  the  three  days — for 
what,  after  all,  is  a  little  mud  amongst  car  parkers? 
People  used  to  bath  in  the  stuff  for  the  sake  of  their 
skin. 

During  the  lecture  sessions  some  old  ideas  were  in- 
terred and  some  new  concepts  came  up,  some  of  them 
in  more  than  one  paper.  That  was  to  be  expected  in  a 
field  in  which,  until  relatively  recent  times,  there  has 
been  less  of  the  close  observation  and  planned  scientific 
investigation  that  has  been  applied  in  some  other 
branches  of  medicine. 

Thus  the  team  leader,  Professor  Shuster,  demolished 
the  lingering  notion  that  the  blackhead  is  the  "basic" 
lesion  in  acne,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft  gave  statistical 
evidence  from  his  own  hospital  of  the  swing  from 
empiricism  to  the  rational  use  of  therapeutic  agents.  Dr. 
Marks  drove  home  the  "difficult"  concept  that  the  skin 
is  just  as  much  an  organ  of  the  body  as  the  heart,  and 
can  have  disorders  no  less  lethal.  Mr.  J.  F.  Smith  argued 
cogently  that  the  laws  governing  therapeutic  action 
through  the  skin  are  much  the  same  as  those  governing 
systemic  action  by  the  oral  route.  Dr.  Marks'  instances 
of  the  interplay  of  systemic  and  skin  disorders  linked  up 
with  the  insistence  of  more  than  one  speaker  that  potent 
drugs,  when  topically  administered,  must  be  controlled, 
so  far  as  possible,  from  penetrating  so  deeply  into  the 
tissues  that  they  start  to  exert  a  systemic  action,  and 
with  the  related  concept  of  a  "reservoir"  of  relatively 
insoluble  drugs,  or  their  micronisation  to  present  a 
greater  surface  area  at  the  scene  of  action. 

It  was  stimulating  to  hear  at  first  hand  of  the  in- 
genious tests  devised  to  probe,  for  example,  the 
mechanisms  of  inflammation,  as  in  the  evidence  given 
by  Dr.  Greaves  incriminating  bradykinin  in  the  second 
and  more  prolonged  phase  of  dermal  inflammation. 


For  any  with  the  opportunity  to  do  parallel  research, 
it  was  also  apparent  that  present  results  are  only  a 
scratch  on  the  surface — if  that  metaphor  is  not  out- 
rageous in  the  present  context — of  what  still  remains  to 
be  explored  before  all  the  answers  are  known.  The 
achievements  of  the  Newcastle  team — fewer  deaths 
from  erythroderma,  psoriatics  saved  from  suicide,  and 
the  rest — should  be  the  spur  to  continued  efforts  both 
in  Newcastle  and  elsewhere. 

Inflationary  Effects  of  the  Budget 

We  keep  no  records  of  the  length  of  Budget  speeches 
but  Mr.  Jenkins'  performance  on  April  15  must  rank 
among  the  longest  in  recent  years.  It  was  only  a  few 
minutes  before  6  p.m.  that  he  got  to  the  point  of  an- 
nouncing yet  a  further  increase  in  the  petrol  tax,  the 
last  of  the  changes  he  was  announcing. 

In  the  odd  maze  of  giving  and  taking  (of  course, 
mainly  taking)  undoubtedly  the  most  serious  to  retail 
pharmacists  and  wholesalers  is  the  increase  in  selective 
employment  tax,  which  goes  up  in  July  by  28  per  cent. 
The  tax  is  an  easy  one  for  the  Government  to  adminis- 
ter and  richly  lucrative  for  the  Treasury.  It  is,  however, 
crippling  to  small  retail  businesses  and  particularly  to 
pharmacists  who,  by  virtue  of  the  goods  they  sell,  will 
never  be  able  to  change  entirely  to  self-service. 

So  there  must  have  been  a  sigh  of  relief  among  them 
when  it  became  known  that  there  was  to  be  no  general 
change  in  purchase  tax  rates.  All  should  note,  on  the 
other  hand  that,  by  consolidating  the  regulator  in- 
creases of  last  November,  the  Chancellor  leaves  the 
way  open  for  a  further  attack  should  the  Budget  mea- 
sures in  general  not  bear  out  his  expectations. 

In  all,  the  effect  of  the  Budget  must  be  inflationary, 
since  increases  such  as  S.E.T.  and  the  rise  in  price  of 
petrol,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  transport  of  merchan- 
dise, will  have  to  be  passed  on  to  the  public. 

On  What  Basis  the  Training  Levy? 

Having  only  recently  come  within  striking  distance  of 
reality  the  wage  scales  of  the  National  Joint  Industrial 
Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy  seem  now  likely  to  become 
subject  to  pressures  that  will  render  them  once  again 
unrelated  to  current  experience. 

That,  in  our  view,  would  result  if  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union's  recommendation  as  to  the  levy  for 
the  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board  were 
accepted.  Extreme  attitudes  would  then  prevail.  The 
Board's  proposal  was  that  the  levy  should  be  based  on 
actual  pay  rolls  of  individual  businesses.  The  N.P.U. 
Executive,  at  a  recent  meeting,  agreed  to  put  forward 
the  view  that  the  levy  for  retail  pharmacy  and  other 
sections  of  the  retail  trade  should  be  based,  not  on 
actual  wages  paid,  but  on  a  payroll  calculated  in  accord- 
ance with  the  J. I.C.  or  wages  council  scales  operating 
in  the  various  sections  of  retail  distribution. 

We  can  see  some  advantage  from  that  suggestion  in 
simplifying  calculations  and  avoiding  delays.  But  against 
that  we  have  to  put  the  unfortunate  history  of  the 
J. I.C.  scales  for  pharmacy,  which  does  not  encourage  us 
to  support  the  N.P.U. 's  suggested  method.  We  are 
aware  that  there  has  recently  been  a  more  enlightened 
approach  to  the  formulation  of  the  scales,  after  a  long 
period  during  which  they  were  allowed  to  be  ignored. 
Nevertheless  to  fit  the  scales  to  the  Distributive  Board's 
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levy  could  cause  that  earlier  attitude  of  small  regard  for 
the  scales  to  return,  especially  if  their  adoption  enabled 


a  large  number  of  retailers  to  avoid  the  incidence  of 
the  levy. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

SPECIAL"  MOTIONS  AT  ANNUAL  MEETING? 


And  a  move  to  ensure  members  get  the  drug  information  sent  to  prescribers 


THE  signatories  to  the  letter  calling  for  a  special  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  to  discuss  "counter  prescribing"  restrictions 
in  the  Medicines  Act,  1968,  are  being  asked  whether  they 
are  prepared  to  move  the  two  motions  concerned  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  and.  should  they  decline,  to  accept 
that  a  special  general  meeting  should  be  arranged  at  a 
time  convenient  and  reasonable  after  the  annual  general 
meeting.  That  decision  was  taken  at  the  Society's  Council 
meeting  on  April  1  and  2. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Darling  (vice-president)  held  that  it  was  un- 
reasonable to  call  such  a  meeting  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing. Nor  did  he  feel,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  general 
meeting  of  members  was  being  held  in  six  weeks  time, 
that  the  expenses  of  a  special  meeting  were  justified.  Mr. 
J.  C.  Bloomfield,  having  been  told  that  all  the  signatories 
were  from  London  and  the  South-east,  suggested  that  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  having  the  motion  put  at  the  an- 
nual meeting. 

The  question  of  communication  between  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  and  pharmacists  in  general  hospital  prac- 
tice had  been  considered,  following  information  that  pro- 
motional expenditure  by  the  industry  was  being  discussed 
by  representatives  of  the  industry  and  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security.  The  Society  was  not  involved 
in  the  discussions,  but  had  submitted  its  views  to  the  De- 
partment. It  was  essential,  the  Society  had  said  in  a  letter 
to  the  Department,  in  order  to  enable  the  pharmacist  to 
provide  information  to  prescribers,  that  copies  of  the  data 
sheets,  which  would  be  required  under  the  Medicines  Act, 
1968,  should  be  sent  to  pharmacists  in  the  appropriate 
fields  of  practice.  The  letter  continued :  "The  Council  also 
strongly  feel  that  any  curtailment  of  the  present  methods 
of  providing  information  to  pharmacists  would  be  against 
the  interests  of  the  health  service  as  a  whole."  So  far  as 
prescription  speciality  products  were  concerned,  the  visit 
of  a  manufacturer  s  representative  to  a  pharmacy  could  not 
properly  be  described  as  "sales  promotion"  because,  in 
most  circumstances,  its  purpose  was  not  to  secure  an  order 
but  rather  to  provide  detailed  information.  That  service 
was  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  the  pharmacist's  know- 
ledge up  to  date  and  enabling  him  to  meet  requests  from 
prescribers  for  specific  information.  "Such  calls  by  repre- 
sentatives, therefore,  constitute  an  important  link  in  the 
chain  which  is  designed  to  ensure  that  detailed  information 
on  drugs  is  readily  available,  at  short  notice,  to  prescribers. 
The  Society  is  concerned  that  the  curtailment  of  such  calls 
would  be  one  of  the  first  results  of  any  reduction  in  expen- 
diture by  manufacturers  under  the  general  heading  of  pro- 
motional expenditure.  This,  in  the  Society's  view,  would  be 
to  the  detriment  of  the  health  service." 

Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr  was  presenting  the  minutes  of  the  Practice 
Committee,  and  general  practice  subcommittee,  which  re- 
ported that  Independent  Medical  Services,  Ltd..  had  been 
approached  on  the  question  of  an  increase  in  the  pharma- 
cist's fee  for  dispensing  I. M.S.  prescriptions. 

Supply  of  Animal  Contraceptives 

Confirmation  was  recommended  to  be  sought  from 
Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  that  that  company  would  supply 
stocks  of  Ovari  J  tablets  to  general  practice  pharmacists  so 
as  to  enable  prescriptions  to  be  met  when  presented. 

It  was  reported  that  the  president  had  appointed  Dr.  G  H. 
Macmcrran  and  Messrs.  G.  Calder,  T.  D.  Clarke,  J.  P.  Kerr 


and  J.  A.  Myers  to  be  the  Society's  representatives  to  give 
oral  evidence  to  the  Soul  Hall  working  parts  on  April  9. 

The  question  of  dispensing  in  rural  areas  was  reponed 
to  have  been  raised  in  Parliament  on  March  25  bv  Mr. 
Tim  Fortescue.  Representatives  of  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession had  been  invited  to  meet  \li  Richard  Crossman 
(Secretary  of  State),  on  April  23. 

Proposed  Ebbw  Vale  Pharmacy 

A  letter  received  from  the  clerk  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  dis- 
trict council  stated  that,  at  its  meeting  on  March  27.  the 
council  had  decided  not  to  build  premises  for  a  pharmacy 
on  an  estate  at  Rassau.  Ebbw  Vale,  until  they  could  be 
assured  that  the  dispensing  rights  of  doctors  in  the  area 
would  not  be  affected.  It  was  noted  that  the  matter  had 
been  raised  by  Mr.  T.  Fortescue  during  a  House  of  Com- 
mons debate  on  dispensing  by  doctors  on  March  25  and 
that  the  Minister  of  State,  Mr.  David  Ennals.  had  under- 
taken to  look  into  the  matter  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  5.  p.  293). 
The  Committee  recommended  that  appropriate  letters  be 
sent  to  the  Minister  of  State,  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security,  and  to  the  Member  of  Parliament  for 
Ebbw  Vale  (Mr.  Michael  Foot). 

The  Practice  Committee  recommended  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Safety  of  Drugs  should  be  asked  to  send, 
direct  to  pharmacists  in  general  and  hospital  practice, 
circulars  dealing  with  information  which  the  Committee 
considered  should  be  passed  on  to  patients. 

A  survey  of  closures  of  pharmacies  in  Great  Britain  dur- 
ing 1968  had  been  considered,  and  it  was  agreed  to  con- 
sider, at  its  next  meeting,  the  usefulness  of  a  survey  of 
pharmacies. 

A  booklet  entitled  "The  Right  to  Help"'  dealing  with 
entitlement  for  supplementary  benefits  and  prepared  b\  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  is  being  cir- 
culated to  doctors  and  dentists.  Pharmacists  would  be  able 
each  to  obtain  a  copy  on  request.  The  Committee  approved 
the  action  of  the  Society's  office  in  expressing  strongh  to 
the  Deparament  the  view  that  the  booklet  should  be 
circulated  to  pharmacists. 

A  revised  statement  of  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
policy  for  the  guidance  of  members  on  the  future  develop- 
ment of  retail  pharmacy,  was  considered,  and  it  was 
agreed  no  proposal  in  the  document  was  in  conflict  with 
Council  policy. 

The  Council  was  informed  that  a  memorandum  dealing 
with  the  effects  on  the  public,  and  on  pharmacists  in  gen- 
eral practice,  of  the  development  of  health  centres  and 
group  medical  practices  had  been  submitted  by  the  Societj 
to  the  subcommittee  on  group  practice  of  the  Standing 
Medical  Advisory  Committee.  That  subcommittee  had  in- 
vited representatives  of  the  Society  to  give  further- -oral  - 
evidence,  and  the  imitation  had  been  accepted. 

The  secretary  and  registrar  was  reported  invited  b\  the 
British  Medical  Association  to  represent  the  Society  on  an 
ad  hoc  committee  set  up  by  the  B.M.A.  to  discuss  new 
legislation  proposed  by  the  Home  Office  on  drug  addiction. 

It  was  reported  that  the  president  had  appointed  Pro- 
fessor Beckett.  Messrs.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  and  D.  E.  Sparshott 
and  Dr.  M.  Weatherall  to  the  Society's  working  party  on 
drug  dependence.  The  secretary'  of  the  working  party  would 
be  Mr.  J.  R  Dale  (the  Society's  chief  inspector). 

Council  also  agreed  to  send  a  letter  expressing  good 
wishes  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Dowry  (a  former  member  of  Council), 
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who  had  recently  completed  sixty-one  years  in  pharmacy. 

The  Organisation  Committee  minutes  presented  by  its 
chairman  (Mr.  Bloomfield)  recorded  comments  by  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  that  the  constitution  of  com- 
mittees for  the  new  regions  made  no  provision  for  hospital 
pharmacists  to  be  represented  on  them.  The  Guild's  request 
for  "one  hospital  pharmacist  nominated  by  the  local  branch 
or  branches  of  the  Guild  to  be  added  to  the  list  of  mem- 
bers of  all  regional  branch  organisations"  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee,  which  confirmed  that,  apart 
from  pharmacy  school  and  student  representatives,  regional 
committees  were  representative  of  the  branches  within  the 
region  and  that  specific  representatives  of  the  different 
fields  of  practice  (namely  hospital,  retail  and  industrial) 
were  not  being  appointed. 

The  following  regional  names  were  approved :  — Ports- 
mouth: Wessex  region;  Aston:  West  Midlands  region; 
Nottingham:  Sherwood  region;  Brighton:  South-east 
England  region. 

Expenses  at  Regional  Meetings 

The  Council  had  been  asked  if  the  Society  would  pay 
the  travelling  expenses  associated  with  a  regional  meeting 
of  branch  Press  officers.  A  review  of  the  first  meetings  of 
regional  committees  would  shortly  be  presented  to  the 
Committee,  and  the  Committee  felt  that  further  con- 
sideration should  then  be  given  to  the  amount  of  the 
regional  grant.  The  Committee  recommended  that  the  re- 
gion concerned  should  be  informed  that  the  expenses  of  a 
meeting  of  branch  officers  held  prior  to  the  review  of  the 
regional  grant  should  be  met  within  the  region. 

Twenty-seven  delegates  had  now  said  they  would  be  at- 
tending the  Commonwealth  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
June  16  to  20,  together  with  twenty-six  observers.  Those 
figures  did  not  include  the  British  delegation.  As  a  basis 
for  discussing  the  possible  formation  of  a  Commonwealth 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  circulation  of  a  draft  con- 
stitution to  all  delegates  was  recommended. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  and  General 
Purposes  Commitee  were  presented  by  the  treasurer  (Mr. 
H.  Steinman).  The  Committee  was  informed  that,  as  a 
basis  for  considering  the  level  of  Members  and  Premises 
statutory  fees,  estimates  of  income  and  expenditure  for  the 
years  1970,  1971  and  1972  would  be  submitted  at  the  next 
meeting. 

A  Point  for  the  Poisons  Board 

The  Law  Committee's  minutes  recorded  the  sending 
of  a  letter  to  the  secretary  of  the  Poisons  Board  about 
poisons  that  could  be  sold  by  listed  sellers  of  Part  II 
poisons.  The  question  had  been  raised  at  the  Chester  re- 
gional conference,  when  a  pharmacist  had  expressed  the 
view  that  preparations  such  as  arsenicals  should  not  be 
available  through  ordinary  shops  and  that  toxic  substances 
should  not  be  stored  alongside  foodstuffs. 

A  pharmacist  had  sent  to  the  Society  a  booklet  issued  by 
the  representatives  of  Richardson-Merrell,  Ltd.,  in  which 
details  were  given  of  an  introductory  pack  of  Milton,  Napi- 
san  and  Infra-care,  with  a  space  for  the  pharmacist's  stamp 
and  a  form  to  be  completed  and  returned  to  the  pharma- 
cist to  obtain  the  introductory  packs.  The  pharmacist  was 
being  asked  by  the  company  to  stamp  his  name  and  address 
on  a  number  of  booklets,  which  would  then  be  distributed 
to  local  nursing  homes  and  clinics.  The  Ethical  Commit- 
tee recommended  informing  the  company  that  the  Coun- 
cil objected  to  the  names  and  addresses  of  pharmacists 
being  stamped  on  the  booklets  as  it  led  to  canvassing  for 
business. 

The  Ethical  Committee  had  considered  whether  the 
names  of  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  with  whom  the 
Society  had  been  in  correspondence,  should  continue  to  be 
published,  either  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Council  or  in 
the  Society's  journal  and  recommended  that  they  should, 
if  relevant. 


Commenting  upon  the  recommendation,  Mr.  K.  A.  Lees 
said  that  the  Society  had  a  policy  to  pursue  in  terms  of 
improving  ethics  and  standards  in  pharmacy  in  general; 
it  was  proper,  therefore,  for  the  Society  to  take  up  matters 
with  manufacturers  from  time  to  time,  but  when  the  pub- 
lic analyst  took  samples  the  names  of  companies  were  not 
mentioned  in  any  subsequent  report.  It  was  true  that,  if 
any  individual  or  company  came  before  the  Statutory 
Committee,  its  name  was  published.  However,  most  of 
the  situations  to  which  he  was  directing  his  comments  were 
in  no  way  Statutory  Committee  matters.  He  suggested  that 
all  that  was  necessary  was  to  state  that  "discussion  had 
taken  place  between  the  Society  and  a  company."  Some 
members  of  Council  regarded  the  matter  as  a  sort  of  public- 
relations  exercise  between  the  Council  and  members  of  the 
Society.  That  could  be  accomplished  by  listing  the  type  of 
correspondence  which  had  taken  place  without  mentioning 
the  company  by  name. 

A  Move  to  Improve  Relations  with  Industry 

There  was  a  desire  on  the  part  of  Council,  continued 
Mr.  Lees,  to  improve  relationships  between  the  Society 
and  industry,  and  he  suggested  that  his  proposal  was  a 
move  in  that  direction.  He  accordingly  moved  that  the 
names  of  companies  with  which  the  Society  had  corres- 
pondence in  respect  of  the  Ethical  Committee  should  not 
be  published,  either  as  a  report  from  the  Ethical  Commit- 
tee or  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Darling  said  that  Mr.  Lees  was  saying  that,  in  the 
recommendation  as  set  out,  the  word  "continued"  should 
be  deleted  and  the  word  "discontinued"  substituted.  Mr. 
Lees  agreed. 

Mr.  C.  C.  B.  Stevens,  supporting  Mr.  Lees,  said  there 
were  disadvantages  in  accepting  the  recommendation  as  set 
out,  and  no  advantages.  He  suggested  that,  when  a  code  of 
conduct  offered  disadvantages  without  compensating  advan- 
tages, it  was  foolish  to  pursue  it.  During  the  course  of  a 
year  a  large  number  of  individual  pharmacists  and  phar- 
macy businesses  were  questioned  by  the  Ethical  Com- 
mittee. There  was  an  exchange  of  correspondence,  but 
names  were  not  published.  That  must  appear  as  discrimina- 
tion. Pharmacy  generally  was  passing  through  a  time  of 
crisis.  Unity  was  essential,  and  there  appeared  to  be  no 
good  reason  for  trying  to  split  that  unity  for  an  end  that 
was  not  justified. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  supporting  the  amendment, 
said  that  it  was  important  that  to  improve  relationships  be- 
tween the  Society  and  Council  and  all  sections  of  the  pro- 
fession. 

Mr.  Sparshott  said  that,  if  names  were  not  to  be  used, 
it  was  necessary  at  the  same  time  not  to  use  the  name  of 
the  product,  because  the  name  of  a  company  could  be 
identified  by  the  name  of  the  product.  In  the  past,  the 
Boots  organisation  had  suffered  from  being  misidentified  as 
"a  company"  when  no  names  were  mentioned.  He  was 
inclined  to  the  view  that  the  Council  should  be  frank  and 
state  the  name  of  the  company,  and  the  name  of  the 
product  involved,  in  the  same  way  as  did  the  Statutory 
Committee.  He  therefore  opposed  the  amendment. 

Mr.  A.  Aldington  gave  his  view  that,  so  far  as  public 
relations  between  the  Society  and  industry  were  concerned, 
they  were  being  improved  day  by  day.  He  believed  that 
what  was  proposed  would  have  little  effect  on  the  Society's 
relationship  with  industry.  The  exercise  was  by  nature 
one  of  public  relations  between  the  Society  and  its  mem- 
bers. When  complaints  were  received  from  members  and 
apparently  no  action  was  taken,  or  there  was  no  evidence 
that  the  Society  had  taken  action,  a  disservice  was  done  to 
to  Council's  work.  The  amendment  was  lost. 

The  minutes  of  the  Science  Committee  included  the 
recommendation  that  a  fourth  post-graduate  school  should 
be  held  at  the  Chelsea  School  of  Pharmacy  in  April  1970, 
its  subject  "Absorption  and  Metabolism  of  Drugs."  The 
various  minutes  were  adopted. 
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THE  skin  and  what  can  go  wrong  with 
it  were  the  subjects  for  the  1969  week- 
end school  of  the  Guild  oJ"  Public 
Pharmacists,  April  11-13.  The  school 
was  held  in  the  brand-new  Castle 
Leazes  hall  of  residence  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  its 
approaches  still  littered  with  builders' 
materials  and  its  future  parking  spaces 
not  yet  paved. 

That  there  was  a  positive  connection 
between  subject  and  location  was 
apparent  from  the  calibre  of  papers 
presented  by  early  speakers  from  the 
Department  of  Dermatology,  Univer- 
sity of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

In  fact,  a  patient  whose  condition  was 
erythroderma  would  be  judicious  if  he 
chose  to  go  to  the  city's  skin  clinic 
for  treatment,  for  in  the  last  return 
its  fatal  cases  from  the  disorder  were 
6  per  cent,  of  those  treated  against 
estimated  national  averages  of  19  per 
cent,  in  1951  and  1963. 

Skin-disease  Metabolism 

The  school's  first  session  was  on 
Friday  evening.  In  the  chair  was  Mr. 
George  Raine  and  Dr.  G.  Holti 
welcomed  the  hospital  pharmacists  to 
Newcastle,  outlined  the  general  theme 
and  introduced  the  first  speaker,  Dr. 
Janet  Marks.  Her  own  work  on 
"Metabolic  Effects  of  Skin  Diseases" 
was  not  much  concerned  with  drugs, 
said  Dr.  Marks.  She  rather  advocated 
a  stop  to  drug  use  in  skin  conditions. 
Yet  there  were  pharmaceutical  implica- 
tions to  the  work.  In  many  patients 
a  skin  rash  went  hand  in  hand  with 
some  other  abnormality  and  the  aim 
was  to  treat  the  condition  and  not  the 
side  effects.  A  systemic  disease  could 
be  the  cause  of  a  skin  disease.  A  skin 
disease  could  give  rise  to  a  systemic 
disease.  The  two  might  be  side  by  side 
and  associated,  or  side  by  side  and 
unconnected.    She   would    be  dealing 


principally  with  skin  conditions  that  had 
systemic  effects.  First  it  was  neces- 
sary to  accept  the  somewhat  difficult 
concept  that  the  skin  was  an  organ 
of  the  body.  The  importance  of  its 
function  the  control  of  bods 
temperature — could  be  judged  from  the 
fact  that,  of  the  5  litres  of  blood 
pumped  round  the  body  by  the  heart 
every  minute.  H  litres  went  to  the  skin. 
It  was  the  only  organ  of  thermal  regula- 
tion, and  if  it  failed  the  results  were 
just  as  lethal  as  was  failure  of  the 
heart. 

Success  in  treating  erythrodermatous 
patients  came  only  by  control  of 
surrounding  temperature,  and  the  risk 
to  the  patient  was  that  his  body  tem- 
perature would  go  either  too  high  or 
too  low.  In  such  a  patient  the  full 
5  litres  of  blood  per  minute  had  to 
go  to  the  skin,  so  the  heart  must  be 
required  to  put  up  its  output  and  other 
organs  to  go  short.  That  might  cause 
trouble  in  the  kidneys,  in  the  intestine 
(bringing  difficulty  in  absorbing  food) 
or.  in  old  people,  in  the  brain.  If  the 
erythrodermatous  patient  received 
burns,  he  might  well  die  through  loss 
of  fluid,  electrolytes  and  protein. 
Drastic  treatment  was  then  essential 
immediately  with  corticosteroids  as 
anti-inflammatory  agents. 

Better  Anti-inflammatory  Agent  Needed 

Less  serious  systemic  effects  of  skin 
disorders  were  gynaecomastia  due  to 
rash  (here  the  rash  was  treated  and 
the  rest  became  normal);  steatorrhoea 
(cured  by  treating  the  rash  with  oint- 
ment— certainly  not  with  gluten-free 
diets  if  the  rash  was  the  cause  of  the 
fat  loss  through  he  faeces);  and  loss 
of  body  iron  through  scaling  skin  in 
patients  with  psoriasis:  they  needed 
more  folic  acid  than  healthy  subjects. 
What  was  needed  by  dermatologists, 
said  Dr.  Marks  in  conclusion,  was  an 


anti-inflammatory  agent  as  effective  as 
the  corticosteroids  but  without  their 
side  effects. 

Far  from  drug-induced  disease  being 
new,  drug  disasters  of  today  did  not 
compare  with  those  of  the  past,  said 
Dr.  J.  S.  Comaish  (Newcastle's  senior 
lecturer  in  dermatology),  in  a  paper  on 
the  subject.  Early  man  had  known  more 
of  poisons  than  of  drugs,  and  toxi- 
cology had  paved  the  way  to  pharma- 
cology . 

Delaj  in  Controlling  "killers" 

Of  serious  and  potentially  lethal 
reactions  to  drugs  only  a  fraction  were 
reported.  Some  "killers"  had  gone  on 
for  long  without  being  suppressed, 
sometimes  by  contrived  machinery  of 
control.  For  example,  sulphanilamide 
elixir  in  the  '30's  had  been  sold  without 
any  inquirv  into  the  solvent  used: 
ethyl  ene  glycol.  After  100  infant  deaths 
the  elixir  had  been  banned,  but  as  being 
mislabelled  not  as  being  a  renal  poison. 
Thalidomide,  greatest  of  the  disasters, 
had  brought  cases  to  the  dermatologist, 
thirty  cases  of  phocomelia  having  been 
attributed  to  it.  His  title,  said  Dr. 
Comaish.  covered  lupus  erythema- 
tosus, polyarthritis  nodosa,  fevers, 
renal  disease  (for  example  from 
phenacetin),  blood  dyscrasias.  cardio- 
vascular collapse  following  thiopentone 
anaesthesia,  allergy  to  nickel  (a  nickel- 
plated  cannula  had  caused  a  patient's 
collapse);  and  psychoses. 

The  speaker  showed  slides  illustrat- 
ing cases  of  purpura  from  carbromal. 
a    granulomatous    eruption    from  a 
bromide  mixture,  pigmentation  due  to 
the  "pill"  and  to  phenothiazine.  photo- 
sensitivities due  to  dapsone,  a  blood- 
filled     blister     from  phenobarbitone. 
mouth  blisters  caused  by  drugs  (aspirin, 
phenol  phthalein,    penicillin),    and  (as 
side  effects)  necrotic  ulcers  from  Metho- 
trexate,   purpura    from   steroids,  and 
carcinomatous     dermatitis     from  an 
arsenical  lotion.  He  mentioned  second- 
ary effects  caused  through  interference 
of   one    drug    by    another  substance 
(warfarin    b\    phenylbutazone   or  the 
now  well  known  monoamine  oxidase 
inhibitors  by  cheese).  As  examples  of 
hypersensitivity   reactions  he  cited  the 
parapheny  lene  diamines  in  hair  d\us. 
causing  sensitisation  also  to  the  sulpho- 
n  amides,    procaine    and    PAS.  There 
were,  he  said,  four  classes  of  drugs 
deplored  by  uermalologists  when  used 
topically,    namely    antibiotics,  sulpho- 
namides.    local    anaesthetics  (except 
lignocaine)    and    the  antihistamines, 
which   gave   rise   to   sensitivities  that 
lasted   for  life.  Any    sudden  eruption 
should   be  suspected  as  having  been 
caused  by  a  drug.  Patch  testing  was 
excellent  for  diagnosing  drug-induced 
skin  lesions;  in  vitro  testing  was  not 
productive.  Part  of  a  modern  doctor's 
training  should  be,  before  prescribing. 


The  Newcastle  hospital  pharma- 
cists who  onraniscd  the  week-end 
school. 
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to  examine  the  drug  history  of  the 
patient.  If  an  allergy  or  idiosyncrasy 
were  established,  some  indication 
should  be  carried  around  by  the 
patient. 

The  speaker  told  questioners  that 
there  were  no  records  of  much  trouble 
from  mercurial  diuretics,  though  re- 
actions might  follow  administration  of 
an  organic  mercurial  to  a  patient 
already  sensitised  by  an  inorganic,  and 
that  the  lanolin  ingredient  incriminated 
of  causing  skin  sensitivity  was  wool 
alcohols. 

Speaking  on  "percutaneous  absorp- 
tion" Mr.  John  F.  Smith  (lecturer  in 
pharmaceutics,  Sunderland  Polytechnic) 
said  that  the  percutaneous  penetration 
required  for  a  drug  was  often  less  than 
the  full  depth  of  skin;  absorption  and 
penetration  to  the  diseased  cells  was 
necessary  but  movement  beyond  the 
disease  site  allowed  loss  of  therapeutic 
value  and  the  occurrence  of  systemic 
side  effects. 

Vickers  (1963)  had  described  the  site 
of  the  corticosteroid  "reservoir",  which 
might  well  be  the  key  to  successful 
topical  treatment  by  maintaining 
adequate  quantities  of  drug  in  the  skin 
for  adequate  time  intervals.  Possibly 
due  to  absence  of  reservoir  effect, 
Comaish  and  Smith  (1969)  had  failed 
to  establish  adequate  therapeutic  effects 
with  dithranol  formulations,  including 
solutions,  except  with  stiff  paste 
formulas. 

Rate  of  penetration  was  considered 
proportional  to  the  distribution  co- 
efficient between  vehicle  and  skin.  The 
solubility  of  drug  in  base  markedly 
affected  activity.  A  concentration  of 
phenol  markedly  corrosive  in  paraffin 
could  be  mild  and  non-corrosive  in 
polypropylene  glycol.  Activity  of  the 
molecular  form  of  a  drug  was  a  rapidly 
changing  function  of  pH.  Absorption 
was  therefore  affected  by  the  effective 
external  pH.  Only  undissociated  mole- 
cules penetrated  the  membrane  because 
ionic  diffusion  was  retarded  by  charges 
on  the  membrane.  Undissociated  drugs 
might  reach  equilibrium  through  the 
membrane,  but  dissociation  on  either 
side  of  the  membrane  was  a  function 
of  individual  pa. 

Role  of  Pharmaceutics 

The  importance  of  formulation  to 
gastrointestinal  absorption  and  hence 
onset  and  duration  of  activity  was  now 
well  recognised.  Unsatisfactory  clinical 
results  of  usual  doses  of  drugs  such  as 
bishydroxycoumarin,  prednisolone  and 
tolbutamide  had  led  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  area  of  pharmaceutics 
research  and  a  new  section  in  the 
pharmacy  syllabus.  Variations  in 
absorption  characteristics,  blood  levels 
and  in  therapeutic  response  had  been 
shown  to  be  related  to  vehicle,  par- 
ticle size,  dissolution  rate,  etc.  The 
availability  of  active  molecules  to  the 
target  tissue  might  be  suppressed  in 
some  formulations,  especially  if  the 
drug  had  low  water  solubility  and  was 
intrinsically  slow  to  dissolve. 

Formulation  factors  influencing 
gastrointestinal  absorption  appeared 
similar  to  formulation  factors  affecting 
percutaneous  absorption. 

The  solubility  of  many  steroids  could 
be  increased  by  the  use  of  surface- 


active  agents,  and  the  percutaneous 
activity  of  solubilised  hormones  was 
generally  higher  than  of  non-solubilised 
topical  formulations,  but  the  effect  of 
a  particular  surface-active  agent  on  a 
particular  steroid  activity  appeared  un- 
predictable. 

Fluocinolone  acetonide  was  more 
available  from  molecular  dispensions 
than  from  micronised  suspensions.  The 
dilution  of  proprietary  steroid  prepara- 
tions with  simple  bases  was  now  com- 
mon practice.  Doubt  had  been  cast  on 
the  value  of  dilutions  because  of  risk 
of  infection,  cost  of  labour  and  un- 
known dilution  effects.  The  risk  of 
infection  with  Pseudomonas 
aeruginosa,  especially  infection  of 
injured  skin,  was  real.  Dilution  with 
original  base  should  only  affect  the 
drug  in  the  normal  dose/response 
pattern.  The  diluent  base  must 
obviously  be  compatible  with  the  drug, 
but  it  must  also  be  compatible  with 
the  original  base.  The  importance  of 
the  hydrophilic  or  lipophilic  nature  of 
solvents  was  not  yet  clear.  A  more 
careful  appraisal  of  dilution  practice 
would  appear  justified. 

"Almost  Unique"  Disorder 

"Psoriasis,"  the  first  subject  of  the 
morning   session  on  Saturday,  which 
opened  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
W.  G.  Smith,  was  dealt  with  by  Dr. 
G.  Holt i  (honorary  lecturer  in  derma- 
tology at  Newcastle).  The  disorder,  he 
said,    was    almost    unique    in  being 
epidermal,      though      sunburn  had 
resemblances  to  it.  A  characteristic  of 
psoriasis   was    increased   thickness  of 
epidermis.    The    condition    was  not 
primarily  inflammatory  and  should  not 
be  treated  with  inflammatory  agents. 
It  could  be  described  as  the  "purest" 
skin    disease,    though    there    was  a 
related  condition  of  psoriatic  arthro- 
pathy.  In   psoriasis  there  was   a  3-4 
day  rate  of  epidermal  turnover  and  it 
was  rational  to  slow  down  the  rate. 
Arsenical   preparations,   sold   for  the 
purpose    until    fairly    recently,  were 
"miraculously    effective"    but  could 
cause  carcinoma.  They  should  never 
be  used  on  any  patient  under  seventy 
years  of  age,  and  the  danger  a  derma- 
tologist  ran   in   prescribing   even  for 
elderly  patients  was  of  emulation  by 
others.    Methotrexate   was    being  in- 
creasingly   used.    Corticosteriods  also 
slowed  down  the  epidermal  turnover 
rate,  diminishing  collagen  beneath  the 
epidermis    and     increasing  capillary 
resistance  to  suction  pressure.  Psoriasis 
was  identified  by  a  tell-tale  pitting  of 
the  nails.  It  was  an  inherited  disorder, 
incurable  but  treated  as  to  90  per  cent, 
of  cases,  the  most  effective  treatment 
being  dithranol.  A   "golden   rule"  in 
using  Methotrexate  at  Newcastle  was 
to  use  it  only  in  socially  and  medically 
disabled    patients    who    had    not  re- 
sponded  to   other  treatments.  Treat- 
ment for  other  psoriatics  who  came 
as   out-patients   was   first   a   bath  in 
water  to  which   100  ml  of  liq.  picis 
carb.    and   Teepol    had    been  added, 
then  dithranol,  starting  at  0  2  per  cent, 
in  Lassar"s  paste  (its  2  per  cent,  of 
salicylic  acid  was  essential  for  good 
results).    Dithranol    had    been  found 
much  better  than  Exolan.  With  Metho- 
trexate, a  weekly  administration  at  the 
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clinic  was  preferred  in  Newcastle  to 
prescribing  a  daily  dose  for  the  patient 
to  take  at  home.

Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft  (Group  Phar- 
macist, Royal  Free  Hospital,  London), 
discussing  changes  in  dermatological 
prescribing  in  the  past  twenty  years, 
showed  how  the  pattern  had  been 
revolutionised  by  new,  effective  medi- 
caments, particularly  antibiotic,  anti- 
inflammatory and  antifungal  agents. 
He  showed  tables  showing  the  actual 
increases  in  N.H.S.  prescriptions  for  and 
costs  of  corticosteroids  acting  on  the 
skin  and  the  declining  percentages  of 
prescriptions  for  tar  preparations,  mer- 
cury and  zinc  salts,  ichthammol  and 
lead  for  eczema,  psoriasis  and  acne,  the 
rise  of  hexachlorophane  for  acne,  of 
antibiotics  and  antibacterial  agents  in 
impetigo,  of  corticosteroids  in  all  those 
conditions.  He  told  of  the  acquired 
knowledge  on  percutaneous  absorption. 
Of  the  corticosteroids  fluocinolone 
acetonide  and  betamethasone  valerate 
had  become  and  remained  the  two 
most  commonly  used  compounds.  The 
use  of  antibiotics  had  switched  from 
penicillin  when  its  dangers  in  sensitis- 
ing the  skin  and  precluding  later 
systemic  use  of  the  drug  came  to  be 
appreciated.  Antibiotics  not  commonly 
used  systemically  had  taken  its  place, 
though  one  of  them,  neomycin,  was  it- 
self causing  problems  of  sensitivity. 
Dyestuffs,  commonly  used  in  1951, 
"no  longer  add  to  the  temporary  dis- 
figurement of  impetigo." 

A  great  advance  in  the  treatment 
of  fungal  infections  had  come  from 
the  introduction  of  griseofulvin.  used 


systemically.  It  had  not  entirely  ousted 
topical  treatments  though  there  had 
been  a  marked  fall  in  the  topical  fungi- 
cides prescribed.  The  general  trends 
had  been  towards  fewer  medicaments 
of  greater  specificity  and  towards  pre- 
parations more  acceptable  cosmetically. 
Many  of  the  preparations  used  today 
were  the  outcome  of  scientific  formu- 
lation within  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry, and  it  was  no  longer  possible 
for  the  dermatologist  to  mix  together 
several  preparations  in  the  hope  that 
the  mixture  would  be  compatible.  The 
long-term  hope  was  that  it  would  be- 
come possible  to  treat  the  underlying 
cause  by  systemic  medication. 

Speaking  next  on  "Inflammation  and 
Inflammatory  Agents"  (Mr.  E.  Fitchett 
now  in  the  chair).  Dr.  M.  W.  Greaves 
(lecturer  in  dermatology  at  Newcastle) 
said  the  cardinal  signs  of  inflammation 
were  redness,  heat,  swelling  and  pain. 
The  reactions  were  biphasic.  An 
immediate  effect  was  followed  8-12 
hours  later  by  a  more  intense  and  pro- 
longed phase,  and  the  suggestion  was 
that  each  phase  was  differently  medi- 
ated. Known  mediators  of  inflam- 
mation were  histamine,  serotonin 
bradykinin  and  "complement".  For 
many  years  histamine  had  been  held 
to  be  the  prime  mediator.  It  was  still 
important,  but  the  whole  position  had 
been  reassessed.  Histamine  was  present 
to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  skin 
and  there  was  a  lot  in  the  blood.  In 
the  skin  it  was  found  in  the  mast  cells 
and  also  in  a  non-mast-cell  form  and 
as  inducible  histamine.  The  evidence 
suggested  that  its  effect  was  exerted  at 
the  immediate  phase  of  inflammation. 
A  technique  had  been  developed  of 
estimating  histamine  by  injection  and 
withdrawal,  and  the  technique  had 
been  applied  to  tests  for  serotonin  and 
bradykinin.  Serotonin  was  a  vasocon- 
strictor and  liberator  of  histamine.  It 
probably  had  no  direct  role  in  causing 
inflammation  but  a  secondary  one  on 
the  smooth  muscle  of  the  cell  walls. 
Bradykinin,  present  in  blood  and  tissue 
as  kallikrein  was  vasoactive.  It  caused 
wheal,  flare  and  pain  and  was  prob- 
ably mainly  responsible  for  the  sus- 
tained phase  of  inflammation. 

Mode  of  action  of  the  corticosteroids 
in  reducing  inflammation  was  to  stabil- 
ise the  lysosomal  membranes,  inhibit 
the  action  of  kallikrein  on  kinin,  form- 
ing a  protein  substrate,  and  as  a  vaso- 
constrictor. A  "rebound"  effect  made 
the  corticosteroids  unsafe  for  general 
use  in  dermatology. 

Fibrinolysis  in  Vasculitis 

In  a  paper  "Vasculitis"  [inflamma- 
tion of  the  blood  vessels]  Dr.  W. 
Cunliffe  (senior  registrar.  Royal 
Infirmary,  Newcastle)  gave  his  findings 
upon  work  done  on  the  mechanisms  of 
blood  fibrinolysis,  "a  relatively  new 
concept".  Without  an  inbuilt  fibrino- 
lytic agent  counteracting  coagulation, 
he  said,  small  clots  that  continually 
formed  on  cell  walls  would  not  dis- 
appear as  they  did  in  normal  body 
functioning.  In  Raynaud's  phenomenon 
(a  condition  characterised  by  inter- 
mittent pallor  and  cynanosis  of  the 
hands  and  pins  and  needles  in  the 
fingers,  at  falls  in  temperature  in- 
sufficient to  affect  normal  persons)  and 


in  other  types  of  vasculitis,  the  fibrino- 
lytic activity  of  a  high  percentage  of 
subjects  was  below  30  per  cent,  of  nor- 
mal Vasculitis  markedly  improved  in 
a  percentage  of  patients  with  Ray- 
naud's disease  on  treatment  with  low- 
molecular-w eight  dextran  given  by  in- 
fusion. In  most  of  them  there  was  a 
rise  in  fibrinolytic  activity  not  found 
when  normal  saline  was  infused,  and 
that  suggested  that  certain  of  the 
enzymes  associated  with  fibrinolysis 
were  precipitated,  upsetting  the  fibrin 
fibrinolysin  balance.  Good  results  had 
been  obtained  in  cutaneous  vasculitis 
w  ith  phenformin  and  ethv  leslrenol  ad- 
ministered together.  The  general  con- 
clusion was  that  fibrinolytic  activity 
was  only  one  of  two  or  more  factors 
involved.  Further  work  would  need  to 
be  done.

Pharmaceutical  Industry's  Contribution 

Describing  the  contributions  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  to  derma- 
tology, Mr.  K  A.  Lees  (head  of  phar- 
maceutical research,  Glaxo  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.)  summed  them  up  in  one 
word  as  "outstanding."  However,  he 
went  on  to  outline  in  rather  more 
detail  the  development  of  topical  corti- 
costeroids and  of  griseofulvin.  in  both 
of  which  Britain  had  "made  a  lot  of 
the  running."  Cortisone  had  been  dis- 
covered in  1949,  and  hydrocortisone 
had  come  to  be  partially  svnlhesised 
about  a  year  later.  Believing  that  that 
insoluble  compound  would  be  made 
more  active  if  solubilised.  the  manufac- 
turers had  esterified  it  to  produce  its 
hemisuscinate.  which  was  soluble  but 
not  so  stable  as  desired.  The  phosphates 
were  not  much  better  but  had  proved 
useful  in  eve  drops.  A  look  at  the  basic 
structure  of  hydrocortisone  had  led  to 
its  being  lluorinated.  and  the  Glaxo 
research  programme  in  that  direction 
had  ended  up  with  betamethasone. 
Mackenzie's  "patch  test"  had  revealed 
a  broad  correlation  between  vasocon- 
strictor effect  and  clinical  effect,  and 
that  knowledge  had  been  applied  in 
the  synthesis  of  betamethasone  17- 
valerate  (Betnovate).  Research  in  other 
companies'  laboratories  had  resulted 
in  the  I.C.I,  product  Synalar  (fluocino- 
lone acetonide)  different  in  chemical 
structure  but  similar  in  therapeutic 
effects.  Griseofulvin  had  been  isolated 
by  I.C.I,  biological  workers  in  the 
'thirties  from  Penicillin  griseofulvin 
collected  in  Dorset,  but  its  svnthetic 
production  had  not  proved  economic. 
In  the  late  1940's  griseofulvin  had  been 
produced  bv  his  own  company,  using  a 
fermentation  process.  A  joint  arrange- 
ment to  develop  the  antibiotic  had  been 
arrived  at  between  the  two  companies. 
Griseofulvin.  said  Mr.  Lees,  was  the 
best  example  so  far  of  the  therapeutic 
advantages  gained  bv  micronisation 
and  its  resultant  increase  in  absorption 
of  the  drug  by  the  body. 

The  commonly  held  idea  that  black- 
heads were  the  basic  lesion  of  acne 
was  dispelled  by  Professor  Sam 
Shuster    (professor    of  dermatology, 
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University  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne) 
when  he  spoke  to  his  title  "Acne"  at 
the  final  session  of  the  school  on  Sun- 
day morning.  It  was  only  one  factor  in 
a  host  of  different  lesions.  Acne  was  a 
physiological  disorder  of  the  sebaceous 
glands.  It  was  characterised  by  in- 
creased sebum  secretion  (the  greater  as 
the  acne  was  more  severe)  but  there 
was  clearly  another  element  since, 
when  the  acne  disappeared,  the 
seborrhoea  persisted  throughout  life. 
Professor  Shuster  showed  graphs  illus- 
trating the  greater  incidence  of  sebor- 
rhoea among  males  than  among 
females,  and  its  different  intensities  in 
both  sexes  at  different  ages.  Studies 
had  shown  that  acne  was  related  pre- 
dominantly to  the  androgens.  In  any 
estimates  of  the  effectiveness  of  anti- 
androgens  the  tests  needed  to  be  made 
on  the  organ  appropriate  to  the  hor- 
mone. Potential  treatments  were  along 
the  lines  of  screening  for  anti-andro- 
genicity  and  blocking  lipid  synthesis. 
Current  treatments  were  with  tetra- 
cycline, with  ultra-violet  light,  or  with 
placebos  (which  seemed  to  have  a 
tremendous  psychological  effect  on  the 
acne  subject).  Answering  questions 
Professor  Shuster  said  that  tetracycline 
brought  about  no  change  in  the  rate 
of  sebum  excretion,  but  changed  its 
composition.  The  effect  of  the  ultra 
violet  rays  might  be  a  form  of  de- 
squamation. He  knew  of  no  natural 
purpose  in  sebum  excretion,  though 
the  sebaceous  glands  had  been  shown 
to  have  an  apparatus  for  synthesising 
and  metabolising  androgens.  There  was 
positive  evidence  that  diet  had  no  in- 
fluence on  the  onset  of  acne  in  man. 

In  a  second  paper,  "Principles  of 
Corticosteroid     Therapy,"  Professor 


Shuster  said  the  steroids  had  the  effect 
of  inhibiting  the  enzymatic  production 
of  inflammatory  substances  in  the  skin 
tissues.  The  question  arose  whether 
that  was  by  reducing  the  production  of 
kynins  or  by  altering  the  response  to 
them.  The  evidence  at  present  indicated 
that  the  enzymatic  production  of 
kynins  was  inhibited  by  the  steroids. 


They  appeared  to  have,  too,  a  direct 
tonic  effect  on  the  blood  vessels 
(oestrogen  had  a  similar  but  lesser 
effect),  and  that  might  be  related  to 
the  Na/K  ratio.  Inflammation  was 
observed  microscopically  to  attract 
other  cells  (the  phenomenon  of  chemo- 
taxis)  and  the  corticosteroids  had  an 
inhibitory  effect  on  that  cell  migration. 


IRISH  HEALTH  BILL  PUBLISHED 

Changes  in  administrative  structure 

by  the  Minister.  A  local  advisory  com- 


IRELAND'S  long-awaited  Health  Bill 
was  introduced  to  the  Dail  earlier  this 
month.  It  is  an  enabling  bill  that  will 
give  the  Minister  for  Health  power  to 
make  regulations  to  bring  about 
changes  in  the  health  services.  A  new 
administrative  system  is  being  set  up, 
and  the  law  on  a  major  part  of  the 
service  is  being  consolidated. 

Section  57(1)  states  that  "A  health 
board  shall  make  arrangements  for  the 
supply  without  charge  of  drugs,  medi- 
cines and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances to  persons  with  full  eligibility." 
That,  according  to  the  explanatory 
memorandum  "will  permit  arrange- 
ments in  this  respect  to  be  made 
through  retail  pharmaceutical  chemists." 

Transfer  of  Responsibility 

The  Bill,  which  is  primarily  based  on 
the  1966  White  Paper  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  29,  p.  98),  transfers  responsib- 
ility for  administration  from  the  present 
local  authorities  to  regional  health 
boards  each  dealing  with  an  area 
covering  several  counties.  One-half  of 
the  number  of  members  of  the  board 
will  be  appointed  by  local  authorities, 
the  remainder  elected  by  the  medical 
and  ancillary  professions  or  appointed

mittee,  to  which  the  board  may  dele- 
gate work,  will  be  set  up  for  each 
county.  The  boards  will  be  financed 
by  State  grants  and  local-authority 
contributions,  the  State  grants  being 
made  up  of  a  basic  amount  to  meet 
one-half  the  authorised  revenue  ex- 
penditure, and  supplementary  grants 
to  reduce  local  contributions.  Spend- 
ing will  be  strictly  controlled. 

A  body  to  be  known  as  Comhairle 
na  Nospideal  is  to  be  set  up  to  advise 
on  regulating  the  number  and  type  of 
consultant  appointments  in  hospitals 
covered  by  the  Act.  That  body  will 
also  advise  on  hospital  services.  In 
addition,  three  regional  hospital  boards 
(based  on  Dublin,  Cork  and  Galway) 
are  being  set  up.  They  will  not 
directly  administer  hospitals  but  will 
advise  on  the  organisation  and  devel- 
opment of  hospital  services.  One-half 
of  their  members  will  be  appointed  by 
the  relevant  health  boards  and  the 
remainder  by  the  Minister. 

A  number  of  changes  are  being  made 
in  eligibility  for  the  service  and  in 
terms  used  in  that  connection.  In 
future  only  a  person's  own  income, 
and  that  of  the  husband  or  wife,  will 
be  considered  in  assessing  eligibility. 
The  definition  of  "full  eligibility" 
replaces  the  former  definition  of  per- 
sons entitled  to  general  medical  ser- 
vices. The  Minister  may  specify  classes 
of  persons  who  are  as  "fully  eligible." 

Minister's  Powers  on  Definitions 

Provisions  on  eligibility  for  hos- 
pital and  certain  other  services  are 
being  consolidated,  and  the  Minister 
given  power  to  alter  the  definition  of 
"limited  eligibility"  by  regulations. 

Children  of  higher-income-group 
parents  will  be  entitled  to  in-patient 
hospital  treatment  for  long-term  dis- 
eases and  disabilities,  but  otherwise 
lose  entitlement  to  treatments  found  at 
school  examinations  to  be  needed. 

The  Government  proposes  to  elimi- 
nate the  present  charges  of  7s.  6d.  for 
x-rays  and  2s.  6d.  for  other  services 
to  out-patients  in  the  middle  income 
group.  The  services  will  be  available 
without  means  test  to  children  in 
respect  of  long-term  diseases  and  dis- 
abilities. 

The  Bill  makes  provision  for  a 
general  medical  service  with,  so  far 
as  possible,  a  choice  of  doctor  for  par- 
ticipants. The  maternity  grant  is 
doubled  to  £8,  with  a  separate  grant  for 
each  child  born  alive. 

Dental  ophthalmic  and  aural  ser- 
vices will  be  provided.  Only  the 
patient's  own  means  and  those  of  the 
husband  or  wife  will  be  taken  into 
account  in  assessing  eligibility  for 
maintenance  allowance. 
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Immunosuppression  in  Transplant  Surgery 

LONDON  AUDIENCE  HEARS  OF  RECENT  RESEARCH 


EXPLOSIVE  developments  in  im- 
munosuppression started  in  1961-62 
with  the  introduction  of  azathioprine, 
said  Dr.  J.  F.  Mowbray  (medical  unit, 
St.  Mary's  Hospital,  London)  in  addres- 
sing an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  March  19.  Survivors 
of  kidney  transplants  from  cadavers 
should  now  not  be  less  than  75  per 
cent,  at  a  year,  the  majority  of  patients 
dying  in  the  first  few  months  largely 
through  the  complications  of  immuno- 
suppression and  surgery. 

Rejection  Episodes 

It  had  become  apparent  that  there 
were  problems  with  immunosuppres- 
sion, because  some  patients  still  showed 
rapid  severe  kidney  damage  and  other 
damage  that  was  less  rapid.  Most 
patients  had  "rejection  episodes,"  in 
which  there  was  a  diminution  of  renal 
function,  though  that  could  be  treated 
by  increased  dosages  of  steroids.  Of 
such  patients  20  per  cent,  would  un- 
fortunately not  have  their  former 
function  restored  after  an  episode,  or 
would  suffer  a  continuous  decline  in 
function.  Both  problems  were  due  to 
circulating  antibody  —  a  point  to  re- 
member when  searching  for  new  im- 
munosuppressive drugs. 

Biopsies  taken  during  rejection  epi- 
sodes showed  that  kidney  vessels  were 
obstructed  by  platelets,  but  it  could 
also  be  shown  that  the  platelets  re- 
turned to  the  general  circulation  after 
treatment  of  the  episode  with  steroids. 
The  presence  of  platelets  had  been 
shown  to  be  due  to  their  reacting  with 
the  antigen-antibody  complex  —  they 
would  stick  to  it  as  they  did  to  colla- 
gen in  a  vessel  wall.  In  the  process 
adenosine  diphosphate  (ADP)  was  re- 
leased but,  being  unstable,  that  was 
broken  down  by  blood  enzymes,  re- 
leasing the  platelets  again.  Since  anti- 
body was  on  the  endothelium  of  the 
vessel,  then  the  potential  was  there  for 
escalation  of  the  process  and  produc- 
tion of  an  obstruction.  Any  interfer- 
ence with  the  process  would  therefore 
break  up  the  obstruction.  All  agents 
so  far  studied  interfered  with  ADP  re- 
lease. Hydrocortisone  had  that  effect 
and  so  had  a  number  of  anti-inflamma- 
tory agents,  including  aspirin,  phenyl- 
butazone and  indomelhacin.  If,  how- 
ever, fibrin  strands  were  formed,  plate- 
lets could  not  escape  from  the  aggre- 
gation, and  such  lesions  could  limit 
the  function  of  the  transplant  kidney. 

The  second  problem,  that  of  declin- 
ing function,  arose  from  deposition  of 
circulating  antibody  against  the  trans- 
plant on  the  basement  membrane  where 
urine  was  formed,  thus  hindering  urine 
filtration.  The  process  was  apparently 
not  amenable  to  treatment,  but  fortu- 
nately took  many  years  to  produce 
elTects  in  most  patients,  and  sometimes 
did  not  do  so  at  all.  The  only  way  to 
avoid  such  deposits  was  to  have  no 
strong  antigenic  difference  between 
donor  and  recipient.  The  problem  was 
thus    one  of  tissue-typing,  not  therapy. 

Patients  receiving  immunosuppres- 
sion were  liable  to  infection  with  "odd" 


things  like  cytomegaloviruses,  fungi 
and  protozoa.  In  some  infections  it 
appeared  that  the  patients  could  only 
be  attacked  if  they  were  receiving 
steroids.  Some  workers  had  found  that 
higher  survival  ratios  were  obtainable 
by  lowering  the  steroid  dosage.  Could 
the  steroids,  then,  be  left  out?  The 
answer  could  be  belter  immunosupres- 
sion.  Antilymphocyte  serum  (ALS)  was 
a  potent  non-toxic  agent  with  a  selec- 
tive effect  on  cell-mediated  immunity, 
thus  leaving  circulating  antibody  to 
deal  with  infections;  it  was  circulating 
antibody,  however,  that  caused  declin- 
ing function. 

Another  problem  was  the  develop- 
ment of  tumours.  Dr.  Mowbray  sug- 
gested that  transplant  immunity  exis- 
ted because  it  had  a  survival  advan- 
tage, resulting  in  the  rejection  of 
foreign  cells,  including  spontaneous 
tumours.  ALS  was  capable  of  allowing 
a  tumour  to  grow  that  would  otherwise 
have  been  rejected.  The  theory  had 
unfortunately  become  reality  in  human 


AT  a  one-day  symposium  on  "Fibrino- 
lysis" organised  by  the  Society  for  Drug 
Research  held  in  London  recently, 
the  basic  physiology  of  the  process  was 
outlined  by  Dr.  G.  P.  McNichol  (Glas- 
gow Royal  Infirmary). 

Thrombin,  produced  from  prothrom- 
bin by  the  activator  thromboplastin, 
caused  circulating  fibrinogen  to  deposit 
as  fibrin.  That  was  in  turn  converted 
to  soluble  products  by  the  action  of 
plasmin,  itself  produced  from  plasmin- 
ogen by  the  action  of  activators.  In 
the  blood  there  circulated  anti-plasmins, 
and  possibly  plasminogen  anti-activa- 
tors, both  of  which  decreased  fibrino- 
lytic activity.  Lipids,  particularly 
triglycerides,  could  be  shown  to  have 
anti-plasmin  activity.  Fibrinolysis 
inhibitors  included  aminocaproic  acid, 
tranexamic  acid  and  Trasylol.  Pro- 
moters of  fibrinolysis  included  the 
plasminogen-activating  enzymes  strep- 
tokinase and  urokinase. 

Pit  Viper  Venom 

The  use  of  Arvin  (a  purified  coagu- 
lant enzyme  from  pit  viper  venom)  as 
a  therapeutic  defibrinating  agent,  was 
described  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Pitney  (Post- 
graduate Medical  School.  Hammer- 
smith Hospital.  London).  The  enzyme 
was  a  powerful  clotter  of  fibrogen  and 
had  to  be  given  in  doses  that  produced 
low  plasma  concentrations  to  avoid 
formation  of  large  clots.  In  the  pre- 
sence of  low  concentrations,  microdots 
formed  and  were  apparently  lysed  by 
natural  physiological  mechanisms. 
Fibrin  degradation  products  appeared 
in  the  blood  and  fibrisiogen  levels  fell. 
Antibodies  to  Arvin  had  recently  been 
discovered  to  be  formed  after  intra- 
muscular injection  in  some  patients. 

Dr.  G.  R.  Fearnley  reviewed  a 
decade  of  research  aimed  at  finding 
drugs  that  would  enhance  fibrinolytic 


transplantation,  and  an  "unpleasant 
crop"  of  cancers  had  developed  in 
patients  who  have  had  transplants. 
That  was  a  good  reason  for  not  using 
continuous  immunosuppression. 

Development  of  antilymphocyte 
serum  and  other  non-toxic  agents  had 
led  to  the  finding  that,  by  using  com- 
plete suppression  during  the  initial  ex- 
posure to  antigens  such  as  a  trans- 
plant, complete  tolerance  to  the  organ 
could  be  induced  much  more  easily  in 
animals,  which  then  did  not  require 
further  immunosuppressive  therapy 
with  its  attendant  risks.  That  must  be 
the  aim  for  the  treatment  of  human 
patients,  and  it  would  seem  capable  of 
achievement  now  that  the  mechanisms 
involved  were  better  understood  and 
agents  were  available  that  were  power- 
ful enough  to  be  used  effectively  for  a 
few  days,  preventing  the  immunity 
and  maintaining  tolerance.  It  was  now 
possible  to  work  out  the  protocol  re- 
quired to  advance  knowledge  ever 
further. 


activity.  The  starting  point  had  been 
adrenaline,  but  other  sympathomimetics 
had  proved  disappointing.  Insulin, 
tried  next,  gave  an  initial  reduction, 
then  a  rebound  increase,  and  led  to  the 
investigation  of  the  sulphonylureas. 
Tolbutamide  and  chlorpropamide  were 
effective,  but  resistance  developed. 
However,  the  biguanide  oral  antidia- 
betic agents,  phenformin  and  metfor- 
min gave  a  more  sustained  increase  in 
activity.  The  anabolic  steroids  ethyles- 
trenol  and  methenolone  both  gave  tem- 
porary increases  and  it  had  then  been 
decided  to  test  the  former  drug  with 
phenformin  and  metformin.  A  sustained 
reduction  in  blood-clot  lysis  time  was 
achieved  over  a  twelve-month  period, 
the  phenformin  combination  being 
marginally  superior  having  a  favour- 
able lowering  effect  on  blood  choles- 
terol. In  vivo,  the  combinations  induced 
an  increase  in  fibrin  degradation  pro- 
ducts but  the  levels  fell  during  treat- 
ment, suggesting  that  amounts  of 
physiological  fibrinogen  were  being 
reduced.  There  was  evidence  that 
recently  deposited  fibrin  was  lysed. 
Application  in  occlusive  vascular 
disease  still  needed  a  controlled  trial. 

Evidence  for  the  presence  of  a 
fibrin-stabilising  factor  in  plasma  was 
presented  by  Dr.  M.  S.  Losowsky 
(Leeds  University).  Persons  existed 
who  had  a  congenital  absence  of  the 
factor  (it  was  probably  a  transamidasc) 
and  there  was  evidence  that  the 
absence  was  hereditary.  Clots  formed 
in  its  absence  were  weaker  and  more 
liable  to  fibrinolysis.  It  might  be, 
therefore,  that  atheroma,  if  due  to 
intravascular  fibrin,  would  be  prevented 
by  inhibiting  the  factor  in  some  degree 
(though  not  completely,  because  those 
lacking  the  factor  suffered  life-threaten- 
ing bleeding  episodes).  So  far  an  in- 
hibitor had  not  been  found.

Indian  Import  Ban  Move  Resented. 

— Small-scale  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turers are  perturbed  over  a  reported 
move  by  the  India  Government  to  ban 
imports  of  certain  basic  raw  materials.

l-DOPA  has  a  useful  role  in  the  man- 
agement of  postencephalitic  Parkin- 
sonism, according  to  a  report  by  wor- 
kers centred  on  University  College 
Hospital,  London.  The  compound  is  the 
immediate  precursor  of  dopamine, 
which  is  believed  to  be  a  synaptic 
neurotransmitter  with  an  inhibitor;, 
effect  on  the  corpus  striatum  region  of 
the  brain.  In  Parkinsonism,  the  amount 
of  dopamine  in  the  basal  ganglia  is 
reduced  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  syndrome  may  result  from  an 
imbalance  between  cholinergic-excit- 
atory  and  dopaminergic-inhibilory 
actions.  Use  of  L-dopa  is  an  attempt  to 
treat  Parkinsonism  by  raising  the  lev  el 
of  dopamine  (which  does  not  itself 
reach  the  central  nervous  system  when 
given  orally)  in  the  brain.  In  the 
authors'  trial  forty  patients  were  treat- 
ed, twenty  of  them  receiving  placebo. 
All  had  required  institutional  care  for 
many  years.  A  gradual  improvement 
in  the  treated  group  developed  over 
four  weeks  and  disappeared  slowly 
after  treatment  was  stopped.  Seven  of 
the  twenty  treated  patients  improved 
substantially  and  three  moderately,  the 
most  notable  improvement  being  in 
control  of  movement  in  walking. 
Because  maximum  tolerated  doses  were 
used,  dose-dependent  adverse  reactions 
were  seen  in  all  patients  and  caused 
ireatment  to  be  stopped  in  five  of 
them.  The  authors  suggest,  therefore, 
that  treatment  should  be  initiated  with 
caution  and.  if  possible,  in  hospital 
(Lancet,  April  12.  p.  744). 

Use  of  tetracv dine  hydrochloride, 
in  a  dose  of  250mg  twice  daily,  is 
recommended  by  workers  at  Leeds 
General  Infirmary  as  a  therapy  for  the 
more  severe  forms  of  acne.  In  'i 
double-blind  trial  in  fifty-one  patienJs 
they  found  a  statistically  significant 
beneficial  effect  with  ihe  antibiotic  in 
comparison  with  placebo  and  therefore 
suggest  its  use  because  it  is  cheap  and 
rarely  has  side  effects  in  the  voting 
adult.  No  local  therapy  was  given 
during  the  trial  (to  avoid  confusion 
of  the  results)  but  its  use  is  suggested 
in  practice  (B.M.J. ,  April  12.  p.  76).

How  the  Group  began 


WESTONS  Chemists  began  in  Sheffield  as  a  converted 
fruit  shop  in  September  1955.  By  1962  there  were  seven 
shops,  and  in  the  meantime  (1961)  the  business  had  been 
incorporated  as  a  limited  company:  R.  Weston  (Chemists), 
Ltd.  Thirteen  hectic  years  later  there  are  approaching  200 
branches  spreading  from  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
to  Hampshire. 

In  1963  R.  Weston  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  was  amalgamated 
with  Weston  Senior,  Ltd.,  and  in  May  1964  a  public  com- 
pany was  formed.  The  holding  company — the  Stanley  Wes- 
ton Group,  Ltd.,  was  quoted  on  the  Stock  Exchange. 

In  1966  Westons  Chemists  acquired  from  W.  H.  Wilkins, 
Ltd.,  Birmingham,  forty-two  shops,  of  which  a  number 
have  since  been  closed  or  sold,  and  the  remainder  re- 
modernised,  enlarged  or  resited. 

About  the  same  time  L.  C.  Whittaker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was 
formed  to  become  the  pharmaceutical  wholesaling  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Stanley  Weston  Group  and  to  be  responsible 
for  supplying  all  merchandise  to  Westons  chemist  shops. 

The  following  year  shops  were  acquired  in  Halifax, 
Rotherham  and  Sheffield  and  a  new  unit  opened  in  Hales- 
owen, Worcs. 

Pharmacies  of  Many  Kinds 

The  Group  has  increased  in  size  by  the  acquisition  of 
small  groups  and  also  of  individual  branches,  and  that 
has  naturally  resulted  in  a  great  variety  of  shops — some 
small,  some  large;  some  rural,  some  city-centre;  some  pre- 
dominantly counter-trade  shops,  others  chiefly  dependent

on  National  Health  Service  dispensing;  some  in  working- 
class  suburbs,  others  in  the  luxury  class. 

A  corporate  image  is,  however,  beginning  to  emerge  in 
the  newer  shops.  These  are  tending  towards  a  larger  unit 
in  prime  trading  positions,  making  full  use  of  modern 
shopfitting  techniques  to  render  them  attractive  to  the 
customer.  A  wider  variety  of  merchandise  using  self-selec- 
tion displays  has  been  tried  in  several  branches  where 
space  permits,  but  the  emphasis  is  still  on  the  traditional

pharmacy  lines  such  as  medicines,  toiletries,  and  baby 
products. 

The  photographic  enthusiast  is  catered  for  in  a  num- 
ber of  photographic  shops  and  also  in  specialist  photo- 
graphic departments  in  certain  of  the  larger  pharmacies. 
A  recent  experiment  here  has  been  the  introduction  of 
audio  equipment.  Although  this  calls  for  a  large  stock 
investment,  it  has  made  a  promising  start  in  the  early 
stages.

The  replacement  of  two  smaller  shops  by  one  larger 
unit  results  in  a  reduction  of  expenses  and  provides  the 
security  and  career  prospects  which  the  retail  staff  expect. 

The  present  geographical  spread  presents  ideal  oppor- 
tunities for  adding  to  the  chain  by  more  branches  in  the 
areas  covered  and  expansion  into  surrounding  localities. 
Where  these  opportunities  will  arise  is  not  easy  to  foresee. 
What  is  certain  is  that  the  200  branch  mark  is  only  a  mile- 
stone in  the  growth  of  Westons  Chemists.

A  COMPANY  is  a  collection  of  individuals  and  its  success 
is  dependent  entirely  on  their  joint  efforts.  Although  the 
outstanding  success  of  the  Weston  Group  in  the  early 
stages  was  due  almost  exclusively  to  the  enterprise  of 
Ralph  Weston,  its  continued  growth  has  meant  that  the 
responsibilities  of  management  have  had  to  be  shared 
by  others,  and  the  emphasis  is  now  on  teamwork. 

Control  of  the  group  is  exercised  by  the  board  of  the 
parent  company,  with  Ralph  Weston  as  chairman  and 
managing  director  and  Stanley  Willoughby,  as  company 
secretary  dealing  with  the  assistance  of  a  qualified  staff, 
with  legal  and  financial  aspects.  That  function  is  highly 
important  to  a  publicly  quoted  company. 


The  founder 

Mr.  Ralph  Weston,  born  in  1929,  qualified  as  a  pharma- 
cist at  Bradford  in  1950  and  until  1955  was  a  manager  for 
Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  leaving  to  open  his 
own  business.  After  the  amalgamation  of  R.  Weston 
(Chemists),  Ltd.,  of  which  he  was  managing  director,  with 
Weston  Senior  Ltd.,  and  the  formation  of  Stanley  Weston 
Group  Ltd.,  as  a  public  company,  he  became  director  on  the 
board  of  Stanley  Weston  Group,  Ltd.  When,  in  December 
1966,  agreement  was  reached  on  the  proposed  rationalisation 
programme  for  1967,  he  took  over  as  chairman  of  the 
Group,  in  addition  to  being  managing  director  of  R. 
Weston  (Chemists)  Ltd.,  and  L.  C.  Whittaker  &  Co.  Ltd. 

The  boards  of  the  operating  subsidiaries  consist  of 
full-time  working  directors  each  having  a  specific  area  of 
responsibility.  In  the  retail  chemists  division  —  R.  Weston 
(Chemists),  Ltd. — there  are  three  area  directors  in  charge 
of  the  Midlands,  Southern  and  Northern  areas. 
All  are  pharmacists  and,  with  assistance  from  area  mana- 
gers, they  control  the  efficient  operation  of  their  areas, 
including  the  appoiniment  of  branch  managers,  sales  pro- 
motion, stock  levels,  branch  modernisation  and  expansion. 


Key  man  :  the  branch  manager 

The  final,  but  most  important  link  of  the  management 
chain  in  this  division  is  the  branch  manager,  who  has  the 
responsibility  for  carrying  out  the  company's  policy,  in- 
cluding its  vitally  important  relationship  with  its  retail 
customers.  In  addition  to  the  professional  responsibilities 
of  a  pharmacist,  he  has  full  control  of  the  pharmacy  in- 
cluding sales  promotion,  stock  control  and  management  of 
staff.  The  importance  of  good  management  at  branch  level 
cannot  be  over-emphasised,  and  Westons  are  fortunate  in 
having  managers  who  share  an  enthusiastic  interest  in 
the  growth  and  success  of  the  company.  The  policy  adopted 
by  Westons  of  promotion  from  within,  with  area  directors 
who  have  all  started  in  the  branches,  ensures  outstanding 
prospects  of  advancement  to  a  branch  manager.  Facilities 
are  available  within  the  Group  for  the  training  of  post- 
graduate students  who  are  ultimately  offered  branch 
management  positions.  In  addition  a  comprehensive  service 
is  being  planned  for  the  training  of  all  members  of  staff, 
details  of  which  are  hoped  to  be  announced  within  the 
company  very  shortly. 

The  photographic  activities  of  the  retail  chemists'  division 
are  under  the  control  of  a  photographic  general  manager, 


who  is  also  a  director,  and  responsible  for  staff  manage- 
ment,  sales   promotion,   stock   levels  and  buying. 

L.  C.  Whittaker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  undertakes  the  ware- 
housing and  distribution  activities  of  the  division,  is  under 
the  control  of  a  director/general  manager,  assisted  by  senior 
staff  ensuring  the  smooth  operation  of  service  to  the 
branches,  including  buying,  stock  control  and  distribution. 

Weston  Senior,  Ltd.,  the  general  wholesale  member  of 
the  group  is  under  the  direction  of  a  managing  director 
and  departmental  heads,  each  responsible  for  sales  promo- 
tion and  buying   in   their  respective  departments. 

Westons  have  been  notably  successful  in  retaining  a 
close  and  friendly  relationship  between  members  of  its 
management  team,  and  whilst  each  has  a  specific  task 
he  is  well  aware  that  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the 
others  is  always  readily  available.  This  atmosphere  of 
co-operation,  difficult  enough  to  achieve  in  the  small  firm, 
is  a  rarity  in  a  company  of  200  branches,  and  an  essential 
ingredient  of  Weston's  success. 


Expansions  and  Integration 

A  new  head  office  and  the  warehouse  of  L.  C.  Whittaker 
&  Co..  Ltd..  were  opened  at  P.O.  Box  111,  1  Orgreave 
Way,  Sheffield  13.  to  service  all  the  chemist  group,  and  a 
warehouse  in  Birmingham  was  closed  down. 

Complete  rationalisation  of  the  Group's  activities  was 
undertaken  in  1967.  which  resulted  in  the  sale  or  closing  of 
certain  subsidiaries. 

Growth  continued  with  the  takeover  of  seventeen  shops 
of  E.  C.  Sleep,  in  the  Portsmouth  and  Southampton  area. 

Two  new  chemist  shops  opened  in  August  1968,  one  of 
them  the  3,000  sq.  ft.  unit  in  the  Bull  Ring  Centre,  Bir- 
mingham. This  shop  is  the  prototype  of  the  larger  unit 
Westons  Chemists  will  be  opening  in  first-class  positions. 
As  well  as  offering  a  full  comprehensive  pharmaceutical 
service,  the  shop  departmental ised  to  carry  a  diversified 
range  of  merchandise  (records:  photographic:  greeting 
cards:  jewellery:  leather  goods;  fancy  goods,  etc.). 

In  July  1968  a  Rights  issue,  aimed  at  raising  £750,000 
on  the  basis  of  one  for  two  at  14s.  per  share,  was  heartily 
over-subscribed. 

Rapid  expansion  took  place  in  the  chemist  division  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  when  a  business  was 
acquired  in  Pershore,  Worcs,  the  ten  shops  and  two 
agricultural  depots  of  Philadelphus  Jeyes.  Ltd.,  in  North- 
ampton and  the  South  Midlands  were  acquired  and  an 
agreed  offer  was  made  for  the  twenty-eight  shops  of  Arnold 
M.  Gee.  Ltd.,  in  London  and  the  Home  Counties.  The 
purchase  was  later  completed. 

Early  in  December  1968.  a  successful  offer  was  made  for 
Hodders.  Ltd..  whose  activities  included  sixty-six  retail  shops 
situated  in  Birmingham  and  around  Bristol,  two  wholesale 
warehouses  and  a  manufacturing  concern 

The  acquisition  of  Hodders  makes  Westons  Chemist 
the  second  largest  chemist  chain  in  the  country,  with 
approximately  200  branches.  Complete  rationalisation  of 
the  existing  pharmaceutical  warehouses  in  the  enlarged 
group  is  currently  taking  place. 

The  official  year  end  of  the  Stanley  Weston  Group 
was  extended  to  February  28.  1969.  so  as  to  enable  the 
complete  integration  of  the  acquired  groups.

AS  early  as  1966,  when  the  future  expansion  path  of 
Westons  Chemists  was  being  planned,  it  was  decided  that 
the  wholesaling  division  L.  C.  Whittaker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  must 
also  expand  in  anticipation,  and  consequently  a  decision 
was  made  to  resite  the  company  away  from  the  centre  of 
Sheffield  in  one  of  the  industrial  estates  on  the  suburbs. 

Location  close  to  Motorway 

The  site  chosen  was  on  the  south-east  side  of  Sheffield, 
a  matter  of  three  or  four  miles  off  the  Ml  Motorway,  and 
plans  were  accepted  for  a  building  20,000  sq.  ft.,  with 
separate  front  two-story  office  block.  It  was  decided  to 
split  the  wholesaling  operation  into  various  sections, 
namely :  — 

Purchasing  and  Stock  Control  Office.— Responsible 
for  all  purchasing  procedure,  including  stock  checking  on 
warehouse  floor,  assessment  of  orders,  control  of  stock 
levels  and  final  placing  of  orders. 

Order  Office  (incoming  branch  orders). — Responsible 
for  receipt  of  all  orders,  both  by  post  and  by  phone. 
'Phoned  orders  are  typed  on  internal  invoice  forms  and 
dispatched  to  respective  departments  by  a  Lamson  air- 
tube  system. 

Goods  Received  Section. — Responsible  for  receipt  of  all 
inward  goods,  including  booking  of  deliveries,  checking 
delivery  notes  against  goods  and  copy  orders,  before  finally 
dispatching  goods  to  respective  departments. 

Goods  Dispatch  Section. — Responsible  for  the  final 
assembly  of  all  branch  orders  according  to  predetermined 
delivery  schedule,  as  indicated  on  a  squared  floor  area 
marked  with  branch  numbers. 

Manufacturing. — Responsible  for  the  production  of 
many  lines  put  out  under  the  Westons  label.  Also  respon- 


Dealing  with  an  emergency  order 
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sible  for  the  assembly  of  daily  branch  orders. 

Toiletries  Department. — Responsible  lor  the  supply  of 
general  toiletries  (toothpastes,  toilet  soaps,  hair  prepara- 
tions, etc). 

Patents  Department. — Responsible  for  supply  of  general 
patent  medicines,  antiseptics,  foods,  squashes,  etc. 

Sundries  Department. — Concerned  with  general  and 
surgical  sundries,  dressings,  tissues,  hot  water  bottles,  etc. 

"Ethicals"  Department. — Supply  of  all  "ethicals"  from 
a  comprehensive  range  of  manufacturers. 

Galenical  Department. — To  be  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  all  bulk  tablets,  powders,  liquids,  etc.,  together 
with  dispensing  sundries  and  packed  goods. 

Photographic  Department. — Responsible  for  the  supply 
of  popular  lines,  i.e.,  films,  papers  and  chemicals. 

Cosmetics  Department. — Concerned  with  the  supply  of 
a  comprehensive  range  of  products  from  budget  cosmetic 


houses  and  most  of  the  popular  agencies  (i.e.  Yardle>. 
Max  Factor,  Coty.) 

Ordering  System.  Under  the  system  operated  by  the 
Group,  branch  orders  are  submitted  on  L.  C.  Whillaker 
invoices,  separate  sheets  being  used  for  each  category  as 
indicated  above,  the  orders  being  assembled  on  the  day 
prior  to  delivery.  Orders  assembled  within  each  department 
are  packed  in  white  plastic  containers  marked  with  a  branch 
number,  and  placed  on  a  central  conveyor  which  carries 
all  boxes  to  the  dispatch  department,  where  the  boxes  are 
sorted  to  produce  the  total  branch  order  in  preparation  for 
delivery. 

'Phoned  additions  to  orders  received  by  post  are  accep- 
ted up  to  3.30  p.m.  prior  to  the  day  of  deliver).  Where 
practicable  an  Express  service  is  offered,  permitting  urgent 
ethical  items  ordered  before  12.30  p.m.  to  be  obtained  ihe 
same  afternoon. 


The  Accounts  Department 


THE  accounts  department  of  the  Stanley  Weston  Group, 
Ltd..  was  transferred  to  new  offices  adjoining  the  com- 
pany's Sheffield  warehouse  in  August  1967.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  Hodders.  Ltd.,  and  its  subsidiaries  and  a  small  area 
office  in  Northampton,  all  accounting  records  for  the  group 
are  kept  at  this  office. 


Personnel  and  departments 

Thirty  female  and  five  male  staff  are  employed,  of  whom 
approximately  twenty-six  deal  with  the  chemists'  division, 
comprising  130  retail  shops  and  the  Handsworth  wholesale 
warehouse.  The  office  is  divided  into  six  departments : 
wages,  comptometer  and  data  processing,  purchase  ac- 
counts, credit  control  and  branch  returns,  cashiers  and 
Burroughs  machines.  Each  department  has  a  supervisor 
responsible  for  the  running  of  the  section. 

The  functions  of  the  accounts  department  are  consi- 
dered to  be  not  only  to  maintain  records  and  prepare  year- 
end  accounts  but  also  to  provide  an  aid  lo  management  in 
the  form  of  budgetary  control,  cash  forecasts,  monthly 
accounts  and  various  statistical  information. 

The  use  of  modern  office  equipment  enables  staff  levels 
to  be  kept  to  a  minimum.  All  purchase,  sales  and  nominal 
ledgers  are  posted  by  the  machine  department — using  four 
Burroughs  Sensimatics,  which  are  being  replaced  by  Bur- 
roughs A. B.C.  F5000  automatic  form-feed  dual-head  prin- 
ters. 


The  pricing  of  deliveries  from  the  company's  wholesale 
warehouse  to  branches  and  outside  customers  has  always 
created  problems.  They  are  now  being  solved  by  the  in- 
stallation of  a  punch-card  system  and  by  buy  ing  lime  from 
a  Sheffield  Computer  Bureau,  using  a  Burroughs  B.383 
computer.  A  file  of  pre-punched  cards  is  kept  in  specially 
designed  containers  against  each  item  and  size  of  stock  on 
the  warehouse  shelves.  As  the  assistant  draws  stock  she 
selects  pre-punched  cards  of  the  correct  quantity,  which 
are  passed  to  the  accounts  department,  along  with  copy 
orders.  After  checking  that  (he  correct  cards  have  been 
selected,  the  cards  are  sorted  into  branch  containers  until 
all  orders  have  been  made  up  for  that  day.  when  branch 
header  cards  are  placed  in  front  of  the  batch  of  cards  for 
each  branch.  These  are  delivered  with  any  price  changes 
for  the  day  to  the  computer  bureau  by  5  30  p.m.  and  col- 
lected again  the  following  morning,  along  with  the  prepared 
in  vi>  ices. 


Machine  sorting 

Cards  returned  from  the  bureau  are  sorted  on  an  I.B.M. 
sorter  into  product  code  number  corresponding  to  the 
order  in  which  stock  is  kept  on  the  shelves,  and  passed  to 
the  warehouse  for  replacing  on  the  shelves.  An  I  BM. 
puncher  and  verifier  are  used  for  punching  cards  for  new 
stock  lines  and  for  replacing  any  damaged  cards. 

List  and  retail  prices  and  purchase  tax  rates  are  stored

and  retail  price  and  the  computer  provides  totals  for  batches 
of  invoices  to  each  branch,  along  with  a  total  for  the 
month  to  date  and  a  percentage  margin  that  gives  a  con- 
tinual indication  of  the  trend  of  gross  profit  percentages 
for  each  branch. 

Stock  records  are  to  be  prepared  by  the  computer,  which 
has  already  been  programmed  and  is  at  the  moment  accu- 


mulating sales  information  for  the  purpose.  The  informa- 
tion to  be  provided  is  a  daily  stock  deficiency  report  show- 
ing each  item  of  stock  that  is  below  the  minimum  stock 
level  based  on  average  sales  and  trends,  number  of  weeks 
to  be  stocked,  and  a  monthly  report  of  the  calculated 
quantity  and  value  of  each  stock  item  with  departmental 
totals  and  grand  totals. 


Weston's  Manufacturing  Interests 


ON  January  1,  1968,  Westons  Chemists  Ltd..  commenced 
manufacturing  its  own  range  of  toiletries,  for  marketing 
through  its  own  shops. 

First  item  produced  was  bath  crystals,  in  a  1  -lb  poly- 
thene bag.  They  were  readily  accepted  by  the  public,  who 
bought  them  in  ever-increasing  numbers.  Following  that 
success  they  produced  a  range  of  three  family-size  sham- 
poos, together  with  a  smaller  pack  of  lacquer-removing 
shampoo,  that  is  selling  extremely  well.  From  those  small 
beginnings  they  have  contined  to  extend  the  range  to  which 
of  course,  they  will  continue  to  add  products  as  and  when 
opportunities  are  presented. 

Manufacture  also  commenced  during  the  year  on  a  range 
of  products  of  a  household  nature,  prominent  among  them 
a  washing-up  liquid  and  anti-freeze.  The  washing-up  liquid 
is  packed  in  1-pt  and  |-gal  containers,  and  has  had  a  steady 
growth  throughout  the  year,  until  now  it  represents  the 
best  selling  line  in  the  range  of  own-manufactured  goods. 
Anti-freeze,  which  is,  of  course,  a  seasonal  item,  proved  to 
be  an  excellent  seller,  and  promotion  next  winter  is  ex- 
pected to  produce  an  even  greater  volume  of  sales. 

Part  way  through  the  year  Westons  Hairdressing  Supplies 
was  formed,  its  range  of  products  produced  now  number- 
ing twenty,  for  sale  to  the  hairdressing  trade.  For  the  time 


being  distribution  is  in  the  South  Yorkshire  area  only,  but 
it  is  intended  that  gradually  the  remainder  of  the  country 
shall  be  covered. 

Considering  the  short  time  that  they  have  been  manufac- 
turing, and  the  results  achieved,  they  are  confident  that  the 
added  number  of  outlets  we  now  have  will  bring  about 
a  dramatic  rise  in  sales  during  the  coming  months. 

Westons  Chemists  also  have  a  large  and  growing  range 
of  own-name  packed  goods  and  specialities  which  are  manu- 
factured for  them  under  contract  by  outside  suppliers. 


L.260  Snuff 


THE  Weston  Group  recently  acquired  the  long-established 
Hedges  L.260  Snuff,  Ltd.,  which  has  been  engaged  in  com- 
pounding the  popular  medicated  brand  L.260  for  nearly 
130  years.  The  product  has  enjoyed  steady  growth  through 
the  years,  and  today  10  per  cent,  of  all  people  in  Great 
Britain  who  use  snuff  choose  L.260.  Independent  research- 
ers have  reported  that,  of  the  sixty-five  or  so  brands  of 
medicated  or  menthol  snuff  offered  for  sale  in  Great 
Britain,  indications  are  that  L.260  accounts  for  nearly  50 
per  cent,  of  the  total  market. 

Although  tastes  and  preferences  come  and  go,  in  the 
interesting  but  little  known  world  of  snuff  (something  like 
275  blends  and  flavours  are  produced  by  the  twelve  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  of  Snuff  Grinders,  Blenders  and  Pur- 
veyors) L.260  has  remained  unchanged  in  basic  compound 
since  that  day  in  1840  when  it  was  compounded  on  pres- 
cription by  Hedges  for  the  first  user. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  increase  in  snuff  sales  in  recent 
years  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  continue,  and  that 
snuff  will  once  again  reach  its  former  popularity. 

Under  the  Weston  banner,  Hedges  L.260  germicidal  and 
medicinal  formula  snuff  looks  forward  to  greatly  accelera- 
ted growth  in  the  1970's.

THE  company  of  Weston  Senior  (Sheffield),  Ltd.,  formed 
in  1942  by  Mr.  Stanley  Weston  after  he  was  invalided  out 
of  H.M.  Forces.  With  his  brother-in-law  (Mr.  Fred  Senior), 
he  commenced  trading  from  Mr.  Stanley  Weston's  home, 
which  they  used  as  business  premises,  selling  hardware, 
dyes,  distemper  and  kitchenware  to  small  shops.  Two 
years  later  they  moved  in  to  the  premises  in  West  Bar, 
Sheffield,  which  they  still  occupy.  In  1946,  though  supplies 
at  that  time  were  still  difficult,  they  appointed  a  number 
of  outside  representatives,  and  extended  the  business  area 
within  a  radius  of  50  miles  of  Sheffield,  still  selling  the  same 
type  of  merchandise. 

In  1950  the  premises  were  enlarged  by  taking  in  the 
building  next  door  and,  with  restrictions  lifted,  the  oppor- 
tunity came  to  open  up  new  departments,  including  ladies' 
fashions,  lingerie,  menswear,  and  footwear.  The  trading 
policy  was  now  to  sell  to  the  small  shopkeepers  and  addi- 
tionally a  "customers'  customer"  service  was  introduced 
for  the  credit  traders  in  the  area.  Within  twelve  months 
a  further  two  departments  (furniture  and  bedding)  were 
added.  In  1953  extension  was  built  at  the  rear  of  the  pre- 
mises, and  a  carpet  department  was  opened. 

Three  years  later  a  further  expansion  followed  when  a 
controlling  interest  was  taken  in  a  local  wholesaler  com- 
petitor who,  in  addition  to  selling  a  similar  range  of  mer- 
chandise, also  had  as  established  departments  household 
electrical  goods,  prams,  bicycles,  toys  and  fancy  goods. 
The  existing  Weston  Senior  building  was  enlarged  again 
to  accommodate  that  acquisition. 

In  1963  Mr.  F.  Senior  retired,  to  be  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Stanley  Willoughby  as  company  secretary,  and  Messrs. 
John  Webb  (sales),  Maurice  Warner  and  Harry  Farmer 
were  appointed  directors,  all  having  served  the  company 
for  some  years. 

Brought  into  the  Group 

In  1964  Weston  Senior  became  a  wholly  owned  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Stanley  Weston  Group,  and  in  1967  a 
new  wholesale  warehouse,  trading  as  Weston  Senior  (Don- 
caster),  Ltd.,  was  opened  in  Doncaster  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Messrs.  J.  Boyers  and  D.  Webb.  The  warehouse 
was  designed  as  a  departmental  store,  with  open  planning. 
It  occupied  two  floors  built  over  shop  units  in  Cleveland 
Street,  Doncaster.  The  newcomer  is  currently  developing 
a  successful  trading  pattern,  and  is  expected  to  contribute 


considerably  to  the  profits  of  the  Gioup  in  the  immediate 
future. 

Mr.  S.  Weston,  who  had.  as  already  mentioned  resigned 
from  the  chairmanship  of  the  Group  in  December  1966, 
retired  from  the  board  of  Weston  Senior  in  August  1967, 
and  was  succeeded  as  managing  director  by  Mr.  John 
Webb. 

Plans  for  new  building 

Plans  are  currently  in  hand  to  rebuild  the  premises  of 
Weston  Senior  (Sheffield)  Ltd..  on  a  site  about  500  yards 
from  its  existing  position  in  the  centre  of  the  wholesaling 
sector  and  within  five  minutes'  walk  of  the  City  Centre. 
It  is  hoped  to  commence  building  in  April  1969  and  the 
building,  when  completed  will  consist  of  three  floors 
(approximately  4(),(KK)  sq.  ft.)  of  selling  space,  with  an 
underground  car  park  for  fifty  cars  and  an  office  tower 
block  of  six  floors,  with  five  offices  and  all  facilities  on 
each  floor  level  (16.000  sq.  ft.  in  all)  that  will  be  let 
separately. 

When  the  new  building  is  completed  the  long-established 
business  of  Weston  Senior,  Ltd.,  is  expected  to  continue 
to  grow  and  become  even  more  profitable  to  the  Group.

Cosmetics 

THE  supply  and  distribution  of  cosmetics  to  Westons 
Chemists  is  carried  out  in  two  ways.  The  popular  agencies 
and  budget  cosmetics  are  available  to  all  from  a  central 
depot,  and  branches  are  encouraged  to  carry  a  compre- 
hensive range  of  merchandise.  All  branches  operate  a  strict 
stock-control  system,  and  any  excess,  slow  moving  or  dis- 
continued packs  may  be  returned  to  the  warehouse  at  any 
time,  where  credit  is  obtained  through  the  representatives 
of  the  companies. 

Authorisation  is  given  by  head  office  to  new  products 
within  this  group  of  cosmetics,  and  where  possible  display 
units  are  allocated  to  all  branch  stockists  of  the  relevant 
agency.  A  monthly  news  bulletin  is  sent  to  all  branches 
indicating  new  lines  available,  and  details  of  allocations  that 
they  may  expect  within  this  period.  In  addition  company 
representatives  are  permitted  to  call  upon  the  branches  to 
discuss  and  promote  their  products,  supplying  show  mate- 
rials and  testers  where  required. 

The  system  operates  well  and  provides  maximum  avail- 
ability with  the  minimum  of  stocks,  thereby  eliminating  the 
problem  of  manufacturers'  basic  packs  to  the  smaller  out- 
lets. Products  of  the  more  exclusive  cosmetics  and  per- 
fumery houses  are  carried  by  many  of  the  company's 
larger  shops.  They  are  supplied  direct  from  the  manufac- 
turer to  the  branch.  These  agencies  are  subject  to  review, 
and  close  attention  to  sales  in  relation  to  stock  holding  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  if  a  satisfactory  rate  of  turnover 
is  to  be  achieved. 

Some  branches  within  the  group  were  found  to  be 
carrying  too  many  agencies,  each  tending  to  detract  from 
the  sales  of  the  other — clearly  a  case  of  "prestige  without 
profit."  Steps  were  taken  to  rectify  that  situation  and  sales 
were  stimulated  following  the  removal  of  uneconomical 
agencies. 


THE  photographic  interests  of  Westons  Chemists  are  con- 
trolled by  the  photographic  general  manager,  Mr.  E.  J. 
Ayling,  who  was  appointed  a  local  director  in  January. 

There  are  three  specialist  photographic  shops  in  the 
group  in  the  Midlands,  and  there  are  photographic  de- 
partments under  separate  management  within  the  larger 
pharmacies  throughout  the  country.  The  expansion  pro- 
gramme of  the  company,  and  the  introduction  of  the  spe- 
cialised photographic  departments  into  any  new  store  that 
is  opened,  make  it  possible  to  offer  a  worth-while  career 
in  retail  photography  to  young  ambitious  men.  That  in 
turn  has  enabled  them  to  build  a  team  of  young  salesmen 
who  have  the  drive  and  initiative  to  succeed  in  a  very  com- 
petitive field,  and  to  ensure  the  future  progression  of  the 
company  in  the  photographic  field. 

The  year  1968  saw  an  extension  of  activities  into  the  audio, 
records  and  Hi-Fi  fields.  The  venture  has  proved  success- 
ful :  it  will  be  expanded  into  other  suitable  retail  outlets  in 
the  coming  year,  and  Westons  are  looking  forward  to  further 
success  in  this  rapidly  expanding  field. 

The  photographic  warehouse  at  Handsworth  stocks  and 
supplies  a  comprehensive  range  of  fast-moving  photogra-

Westons'  sales  assistants  are  encouraged  to  attend  schools 
and  courses  organised  by  the  beauty  houses,  so  as  to  ensure 
that  competent  and  well  informed  staff  are  always  avail- 
able to  discuss  and  advise  potential  customers  on  all 
aspects  of  a  specialised  and  sometimes  complex  variety  of 
merchandise.  A  comprehensive  range  is  carried  and,  as 
with  the  popular  cosmetics,  stock  records  are  extremely 
important,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  realistic 
stock  levels. 

Branches  are  requested  to  submit  orders  every  month, 
and  not  to  rely  upon  the  visits  of  the  company  representa- 
tives, which  may  vary  in  frequency  from  two  to  six  months. 
All  orders  must  be  sent  to  head  office  for  approval. 

Support  is  readily  given  to  promotions  and  new  launches, 
and  all  agents  are  expected  to  provide  prominent  display 
space  within  their  branch.  Unfortunately  some  companies 
have  a.  tendency  to  over-estimate  the  sales  potential  of 
their  products  and  consequently  some  parcels  and  deals 
are  over-generous.  However,  with  co-operation  between 
manufacturer  and  retailer  the  future  can  be  as  bright  as 
are  today's  presentations. 


Interests

Weston's  Photographic 
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phic  lines.  A  catalogue  of  all  items  stocked  is  issued  to 
each  branch,  including  the  pharmacies  that  do  not  have 
photographic  departments.  The  warehouse  supplies  almost 
all  the  requirements  of  the  smaller  pharmacies,  and  all  the 
everyday  items  required  in  the  photographic  departments 
and  shops.  All  other  buying  is  controlled  from  Hands- 
worth,  but  the  department  manager  retains  a  large  amount 
of  influence  in  deciding  the  type  of  goods  stocked  at  his 
branch. 

The  aim  is  to  have  in  each  photographic  store  a  repre- 
sentative range  of  the  best-quality  equipment  at  all  price 
levels,  and  then  the  buying  power  of  the  company  is  used 
to  obtain  quality  goods  at  a  price  that  enables  us  to  offer 
the  highest  quality  equipment  to  the  public  at  very  com- 
petitive prices.  Last  year  saw  the  introduction  of  "own 
name"  photographic  lines  under  the  Summit  brand  name. 
Following  that  success  more  excellent-value  items  are  being 
added.  Again  those  goods  are  offered  to  the  public  at 
extremely  competitive  prices.  In  line  with  the  accepted 
Westons  "own  name"  policy,  only  high-quality  goods  with 
comprehensive  guarantees  and  backed  by  service  facilities 
arc  packed  under  the  Summit  brand. 

With  the  present  penal  purchase-tax  rate  of  55  per  cent, 
on  the  photographic  industry  it  is  even  more  essential  that 
efficiency  should  be  maintained  and  increased  where  pos- 
sible, and  that  stocks  should  be  controlled  to  ensure  an 
adequate  and  profitable  stockturn.  To  achieve  it,  a  com- 
prehensive but  easily  operated  stock  record  system  is 
operated,  with  every  branch  feeding  information  back  to  a 
central  office  at  which  a  complete  file  of  the  history  of  any 
piece  of  equipment  purchased  by  the  company  is  kept. 


This,  coupled  with  a  comprehensive  transport  system, 
ensures  complete  mobility  of  stock,  and  means  that  any 
piece  of  equipment  on  the  company  is  at  the  disposal  of 
any  branch.  In  these  days  of  uncertain  supply  from  the 
distributors,  we  can  thus  often  satisf>  customer  demand 
far  quicker  than  our  competitors.

Attitude  to  Pharmacy 


THE  company  of  Westons  Chemists  is  controlled  by  a 
board  of  directors,  the  majority  of  whom  are  pharmacists, 
each  having  had  considerable  experience  in  pharmacy  man- 
agement before  being  appointed  to  positions  of  responsi- 
bility. With  that  sort  of  management  team  the  company  is 
keen  to  see  an  increase  in  the  status  of  pharmacy  through- 
out the  entire  profession,  giving  a  pharmacist  full  recogni- 
tion for  his  academic  qualifications. 

With  an  average  age  of  executive  management  of  only 
forty  years,  the  company  is  well  aware  of  the  benefit 
to  be  obtained  from  modern  merchandising  methods,  and 
in  a  situation  that  demands  placing  a  high  degree  of  im- 
portance on  maintaining  retail  sales,  so  as  to  supplement 
the  income  from  professional  services,  the  company  adopts 
a  positive  and  aggressive  attitude  to  retailing. 

The  higher  profit  margins  often  associated  with  tradi- 
tional pharmacy  lines  have  attracted  Supermarkets  and 
other  outlets  to  use  "super  selling"  and  "price  cutting" 
methods  to  attract  custom  to  themselves,  thereby  eroding 
the  traditional  chemists'  trade,  particularly  in  the  field  of 
toiletries  and  cosmetics,  with  the  consequence  thai  the 
company  has  been  compelled  to  take  steps  to  protect  itself. 

A  policy  maintained 

In  no  instance  does  the  company  offer  any  price  reduc- 
tion on  medicinal  preparations,  though  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly common  to  sec  such  products  available  in  other 
outlets  at  "cut  prices."  The  company  feels  that  the  sensible 
outlet  for  all  medicines  is  through  a  retail  pharmacy,  with 
its  availability  of  expertise  behind  the  counter,  that  all 
medicines  should  be  taken  to  treat  a  specific  condition, 
and  (hat  the  public  interest  should  not  be  bought  b\ 
"gimmickry"  and  "price  cutting."  though  it  would  appear 
that  many  outlets  outside  pharmacy  do  not  observe  such 
principles, 


The  present  consideration  of  the  company  is  in  main- 
taining a  satisfactory  service  to  the  public  through  tradi- 
tional pharmacies,  many  of  which  serve  thousands  of  people 
in  the  suburbs  of  major  towns  and  cities  in  the  counir\. 
Future  plans  feature  an  increasing  tendency  towards  the 
larger  type  of  store,  offering  a  wider  range  of  goods  to 
the  public,  whilst  still  maintaining  the  professional  image 
of  pharmaceutical  service.

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Career  prospects  in  the  Group 


IN  less  than  five  years  the  company  has  grown  from  seven 
to  almost  200  branches.  As  it  continues  to  expand  the 
Group  is  continually  opening  large  new  stores.  Managers 
for  them  are  promoted  from  existing  pharmacies  in  which 
they  have  been  able  to  prove  their  capabilities.  Conse- 
quently a  capable  and  business-like  pharmacist  is  presented 
with  such  excellent  prospects  that  he  can  regard  his  posi- 
tion with  the  company  as  a  career  —  not  just  as  a  job 
for  a  few  years  before  moving  on  to  a  different  firm.  Ex- 
pansion within  the  various  regions  will  soon  produce  extra 
vacancies  for  area  managers,  who  will  be  selected  for  train- 
ing from  the  most  suitable  shop  managers.  The  company's 
salaries  compare  favourably  with  those  in  other  firms;  there 
is  also  a  non-contributory  superannuation  scheme,  annual 
bonus  based  on  turnover,  four  weeks'  holiday,  and  they 


have  accommodation  available  in  many  areas.  That  last 
facility,  coupled  with  the  wholesale  facilities  available 
from  their  associate  company.  Weston  Senior.  Ltd..  makes 
it  a  very  attractive  proposition  for  a  young  couple  who  wish 
to  marry  and  purchase  their  furnishings  before  in\esting 
in  a  house  of  their  own. 

All  the  pharmacist  directors  and  senior  executives  on 
both  the  wholesale  and  retail  side  have  been  branch  mana- 
gers originally,  and  they  have  achieved  their  present  posi- 
tions via  area  management. 

This  policy  of  promotion  from  within  the  company  will 
be  retained,  and  a  pharmacist's  progress  will  be  limited 
only  by  his  own  capabilities  —  not  by  lack  of  opportuni- 
ties offered  by  the  firm. 


No  resting:  on  past  laurels 


1968  was  an  outstanding  growth  year  for  the  Stanley 
Weston  Group,  but  future  plans  do  not  include  resting 
on  past  laurels.  In  the  retail  section  expansion  is  a  con- 
tinuing process.  New  units  have  been  reserved  in  several 
developments  that  are  now  nearing  completion,  and  most 
of  them  will  be  trading  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Turn- 
over will  also  be  increased  by  the  modernisation  and 
extension  of  a  number  of  existing  branches. 

Growth  may  also  be  expected  by  the  acquisition  of 
further  selected  pharmacies,  as  the  Group  is  always  ready 
to  consider  the  purchase  of  any  substantial  business  which 
lends  itself  to  successful  integration  into  the  existing  chain. 
The  fastest  development  in  the  past  has  come  from  link- 
ing up  with  another  chain,  and  the  possibility  of  further 
mergers  of  that  nature  should  not  be  discounted. 

Development  of  L.  C.  Whittaker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  phar- 
maceutical wholesale  subsidiary  of  the  Group,  is  closely 
related  to  that  of  the  retail  chain.  Increased  turnover 
allows  more  economical  use  to  be  made  of  the  buying, 
warehousing  and  delivery  services.  The  design  of  the 
warehouse  premises  allows  for  considerable  flexibility  and 
adaptation  to  cater  for  increased  turnover,  but  extensions 
are  already  proving  necessary,  and  work  will  be  com- 
menced early  in  1969. 


Bursting  at  the  Seams 

Weston  Senior,  Ltd.,  the  general  wholesale  member  of 
the  Group,  is  also  bursting  at  the  seams.  This  company

A  small  manufacturing  department  is  already 
in  operation,  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Hodders  Group 
adds  a  nationally  distributed  product  to  the  companv's 
assets  It  could  provide  the  nucleus  for  a  manufacturing 
division,  and  the  formation  of  a  company  for  that  purpose 
is  one  ot  the  possibilities  which  will  be  receiving  con- 
sideration in  1969.
